It is a fierce complaint that the 
border rebel States have been deserted by those 
further South In this great crisis and exigency 
of tbe war — basely deserted in the conflict for in- 
dependence. It says that the Gulf Stator forced 
the war, forced it in opposition t# the will of 
Virginia and tbe other border Stats*, forced It 
in disregard and defiance of their earnest appeals 
and remonstrances, and that now, when the 
most terrible of emergencies has come through 
their instrumentality, they stand back and do 
nothing but throw olteirucUone in the way of 
tbe rebel cause. It mys of tbe border States: 

They wanted to avoid tbe war, for they knew 
bow much of miser# and ruin it would involve, 
and upon whom that rain would tail They 
wanted to consult, to take advice, to concert for 
united and deliberate action. But thev were 
not permitted to do eo. The States further 
Boatn_ retailed advice, rejected concert and 
caet Virginia and her children adrift amid ter- 
rific and increasing war. Nothing could check 
the del fish impetuosity of those who risked little 
of disaster to be endured by others. The Bjr- 
der Butes were forced iato a war which they 
did not seek, by which the# were certain to be 
ravaged and rained, for the benefit of State- 
which counted on escaping most of it* calami- 
ties One thing, at least, under these circum- 
stances. they had a right to expect. They could 
not foresee that the Gulf State* would desert 
them in their day of trial. Tbe compact of 
mutual support ha* been broken. After Vir- 
ginia ha* given everything to the war-*-wben 
Ler slaves have been set free, her railroad* torn 
np, her population decimated, all her sources of 
priMperitv destroyed— tbe more Southern Stale*, 
who forced her Into this position, refuse to come 
to ber rescue- They refuse to put their slaves 
Into the field to fight for tbe common good. 
The bill for that purpose was defeated in the 
Senate “chiefly by tbe votes of the Gulf 8utes. ” 
Booth Carolina. Georgia, Alabama, and Missis- 
sippi refuse to give np their slave property even 
to save that for which they have compelled 
\ trginia to sacrifice everything she had in the 
World. 

And the Enquirer not only complains bitterly, 
but threatens fiercely. Moreover its threat* are 
deeply significant. They express a great deal, 
and aeern to mean a great deal more than they 
expram. Tbe Biqulrer say* of tbe defeat of the 
negro-army bill by the vote of the Senators 
and Representative* of the Gulf States, “that 
vote must be reconsidered; the slaves must be 
given or we may perish; the army demands it — 
and k is sometimes impolitic to refuse the de- 
mand* of an annv like that which Lee com- 
mands " Here's a bold threat, that, if the 
Gulf States will not give ihdr slaves to the 
armies, the armies will take matter* into their 
own hand* without regard to Congressional 
votes, and make the recreant States feel the 
crushing weight of despotic military power. 
In the Hjeau while, tbe Governor of Georgia 
I* out la a message to the Legislature 
of that State, charging that she has been 
neglected and abandoned by the Confederate 
authorities, recommending the establishment of 
a militia system, the troops to be in no case 
turned over to tbe Confederate Government, 
opposing the arming of slaves, complaining of 
the usurpation* of the rebel Congress and ac- 
cusing that body at manr abuses, charging all 
1*1* rebel disaster* upon Jeff Davis and his Cab- 
inet- and denouncing the rebel Government as 
a despotiMD fast drifting into anarchy. 

Thus the situation grows decidedly interest- 
ing. Not only is there a big rebellion In the j 
Booth, but a brood of sub-rebellions, 
rebellions against the rebellion, seem to be 
fast hatching.

jWWhile the nations of the Old World are 
comparatively at peace with each other, the 
sound# of strife disturb the quiet of the New 
World. America is being drenched in human 
blood. The fiery orb of Mars rides proudly in 
the stormy 6ky, and we " bail it as . our 
god. The bugle sounds the alarm, and 
the flash of guns, the clang of steel, the 
roar of cannon, and the rattle of musketry tell 
of battle. In the United Bute# of North Ameri- 
ca the most stupendous war of modern times is 
progressing. The smoke of one conflict scarce- 
ly clear* away before the clouds envelop an- 
other. The groan? of the sick, the wounded, 
and tbe dying fill the air, new graves are 
scooped, and fresh mound? heaped above cold, 
rigid forms, and everywhere throughout the 
land eyes are weeping with sorrow. In Mex. 
ico, also, are heard the sounds of strife, 
and strong arms wield the implement# of war! 
A contentions spirit is rife in the South Amer- 
ican State#. In some sections the conflict al- 
ready has commenced. Brazil. Uruguay, and 
Paraguay have marshalled their forces.and news 
of battle is borne to distant ears. Angry dis- 
cussions prevail, and appearances indicate that 
other 8 late* will be drawn into the quarrel, and 
teeome involved in war. Thus, while the peo- 
ple of the New World are engaged in cutting 
each others' throats, the Old World ba#ks in the 
sunshine of peace. A thousand million of peo- 
ple Inhabit the globe, divided into more 
than a hundred different nationalities, 
yet, only those nations that boast of a 
high 6tate of civilization are involved 
in war. The notes of battle had scarcely died 
away in Europe, before the sounds were heard 
on American eoiL The verdure had not yet be- 
gan to grow over the graves of *lain heroes in 
the Old World, when the roar and din of conflict 
disturbed the quiet of the new continent. War 
seems to be an essential principle of human 
progress. A strong, unseen power appears to 
will that some of the enlightened nations of the 
earth shall constantly be engaged in scenes of 
deadly conflict. The savages formerly were 
foremost in warlike demonstrations. Now all 
is changed. They seem to stand in astonish- 
ment while their civilized brothers, with bloody 
carnivals, add new pages ot history to the world. 

In Europe the nations are now at peace with 
each other, but clouds arc gathering in the skv, 
and at no distant day the elements may produce 
a Ftonn. Each Power seems to have a premo- 
nition, and is busily preparing for war. It is 
probable that the god of Mars will soon be 
transferred from the new to the old continent. 
We cannot veil the orb and consign it to dark- 
ness. Its fiery rays must always light up some 
battle-scene. Appearances indicate that with 
the proclamation of peace in America tidings 
will come of a declaration of war in Europe. 
Human progress makes strange demands, and 
we may well regard man as a puzzle, and be- 
wilder onr minds in trj ing tuueolve the princi- 
ples of government. 

OcR Tpjfmi'hs — T he New York Times says 
w it bout exaggeration, that, had anyone, at the 
time of the Presidential election in November 
last, predicted tbe military achievements of tbe 
three months of winter, he would have been 
locked on a* a lunatic. The fall of the great 
rebel strongholds of Wilmington, Charleston, 
and Savannah, the occupation of the capitals of 
South Carolina and Georgia, the march of Sher- 
man from Chattahoochee to the ocean, and from 
the ocean to the Great Pedee, the rout and de- 
molition of Hood’s army, the scattering of 
Cobb's forces, the double hegira of Hardee, the 
flight of Beauregard, the flight of Bragg or 
Hoke, the advance into North Carolina and to- 
ward Lee s rear— the possibility of such a speedy 
achievement of rack vast labors — the possibility 
of such a marvellous and unbroken scries of sac- 
cesses, entered into no sane man’s head. But 
this bold catalogue gives a faint idea of the 
greatness of the triumphs of the armies of the 
Union, and the staggering blows and irre- 
trievable damage inflicted upon the rehell inn, 

Tbe Louisville Journal rehashes the old report 
that the rebels are about to do something which 
will “startle the world.” The only thing of 
that kind which it is in their power to do would 
be to act sensibly, throw down their arms, and 
acknowledge the supremacy of the National 
Government. — Baltimore American 
Tbe American shonld be a little more careful 
in its use of language. We gave no report, re- 
hashed or hashed, that the rebels were about to 
do something that would startle the world.

LETTER FROM FRANKFORT. 

ispeciai Coirenpondencc of tbe Louisville Journal.] 
Frankfort, March 6, 1865. 

The Legislature for the present ha* adjourned, 
and our city has lapsed into Its wonted quiet, 
which to very many is a great relief. The 
mem here for the most part lett for their homes 
on Fridav and Saturday, only a few remaining 
to go through the form of adjourning this 
morning, which was done at 6 A. M., iu order 
that those wishing to go via your city might 
avail themselves of the early train. 

A vast amount of business has been trans- 
acted during this sitting, and much of it of a 
very important character. But it is not our 
purpose to enter into a recapitulation of the 
proceedings. 

We would, however, call the attention of 
those interested to the law reorganizing the 
militia of the Commonwealth, os every one 
liable to military dutv is directly interested in 
knowing its provisions aDd avoiding its penal- 
ties. It divides the militia, as at present, into 
three classes: 1. The active militia; 2. Tne en- 
rolled militia; and 3. Tbe militia of the reserve. 
The latter is composed of all white males less 
than 18 and over 45 years of age, and sach per- 
sons as are otherwise exempt from service In 
tbe enrolled militia, and are liable to be called 
into service only in cases ot extreme danger. 

The active militia is sty led the “Kentucky 
National Legion,” and is to be composed of ail 
companies organized or to be organized under 
the act, either of volunteers or drafted men. It 
i# to be organized into companies, battalions, 
regiments, and brigades, and may be called 
into active service bv the Governor at anv time 
during the existence of the rebellion, in case of 
actual or threatened invasion or apprehended 
insurrection and obstruction of the execution 
ot the laws. The machinery of its organization 
would require too much space to give in detail, 
but is ven’ similar to the mode prescribed in 
the State Guard law. Full directions, informa- 
tion. and instruction upon the subject can be had 
by addressing Adjutant-General D. W. Lindsey. 

The enrolled militia consists of all able- 
bodied white male residents or citizens between 
the ages of eighteen and forty-five, except 
membt rs of the active militia andf such persons 
as are exempt from military service bv the laws 
of the United. States or of this 8tate'. to be en- 
rolled by the assessor In each county, and re- 
corded by the County Clerk, who shall, prior to 
the 1st day of September, in each year, make 
return to the Adjutant-General, stating the 
Dumber of the enrolled militia in the county, 
and a list of such of them as are members of 
the active militia. On every enrolled militia- 
man who does not become, within ten davs 
alter the passage ol the act, a member of the 
active militia, there shall be assessed in lieu of 
mllitaiy service tbe mm of five dollars annual- 
ly, to be collected as the county levy, and to he 
paid into the State treasury, to be kept as a 
distinct militia fund. 

These are the more impoitant provisions of 
the law. We embody them in our farewell let- 
ter, because of the fact that all the people are 
interested in knowing that tbe Legislature have 
Dot failed to take action lookiug to the defence 
of the State, and. further, those immediately 
concerned are interested in knowing what their 
duties are. and the penalty for a failure to dis- 
charge them. This mav verv properly be called 
General W. C. Whitaker’s bill, for he reported 
It from the Military Committee in the Senate 
and pressed its passage with his usual energy 
and success, for which he deserves, and will re- 
ceive, much commendation.

An insignificant party of radical aboil 
tionists, led by Charles Sumner and Wendell 
Phillips, urge that it is the datv of Congress, 
under tbe Constitution, to enact a law which 
shall guarantee universal suffrage to “all loyal 
men, Irrespective of color.” They argue that 
eiich a law Is required by the constitutional pro- 
▼ifion that Congress shall guarantee a “repub- 
lican form of government” to every State, hold 
lag, as they do, that universal suffrage, irre- 
spective of color, 1* essential to *nch “form of 
government ” This novel idea Is aonebtent 
only with the progressive nltralsm of a small 
class of New England politicians who have no 
dear conception of the relation of the States 
to the General Government, and whose theories 
are at once impracticable and destructive. For- 
tunately for the country, the peculiar adherents 
of Sumner and Phillips are too insignificant in 
number* to seriously endanger our wisely- bal 
anced frame- work of government. Their ultra 
theories arc rejected by nine-tenths of the loyal 
American people. 

The Congress of the United States has no 
power to vest the elective franchise, determin- 
ing the qualifications of voters in the respective 
8tatea. That power resides in the States alone. 
No power over this subject was delegated to the 
General Government by the 8tates, and it is 
wholly bejond the authority of Congress. The 
idea seems to prevail among some men of in- 
telligence ia this 8tate that, under the second 
suction of the amendment recently proposed by 
Congress to tbe States, abolishing slavery 
throughout the Union (and which specifies that 
“Congress shall have power to enforce thl* 
article by appropriate legislation"), Congress 
will have power to confer the right of suffrage 
upon the emancipated slaves. This idea is in 
compatible with any just construction of that 
section, and can never command more than a 
harmless support in the National Legislature. It 
will be clear, upon the slightest reflection, that 
this question does not belong to the field of 
natiocal legislation, but is.contined to the States 
respectively. Suffrage is not an essential qual- 
ification of legal liberty; it is a privilege subject 
to tbe discretion of the 8tates; and the emanci- 
pation of the slaves does not. therefore, involve 
their enfranchisement. At any rate, Congress 
has no constitutional power over the subject, 
nor will any be conferred by the proposed anti- 
slavery amendment; the subject rests exclusive- 
ly with the States. In this connection, we sub- 
join the following extract from a prominent and 
influential administration organ, the New York 
Times, which clearly and forcibly exposes the 
untenable character of the views held on the 
question by the ultras of the Sumner and Phil- 
lipe school. The Times sryb: 

We find nothing in the Constitution, or in 
common sense, to warrant this novel definition. 
We see do reason to suppose that the statesmen 
of 1787 meant am thing of the sort when tbev 
incorporated into the Constitution the clause, 
“the United Stales shall guarantee to every 
Slate in this Union a republican form of govern- 
ment.” They designed to impose upon the 
General Government the obligation of taking 
care that the sovereign power of the State 
should reside with the people thereof— 
that it should not be shared with a person 
claiming a royal prerogative, making a lim- 
ited monarchy — or be surrendered altogether 
to any person, making a dictatorship or des- 
potisin — or to a class of persous, making it an 
oligarchy or an aristocracy. They intended to 
secure that the primary source of power in ev- 
en Btate should alwavs be kept exclusively 
among the people. This would keep the 
form republican. What portion of the peo- 
ple should be vetted with the franchise, ami what 
not , was left entirely to the discretion of each 
Btate. Most of the States ot that period, in 
tlieir suc«es#ire discretions, made the pos- 
session of a certain amount of property a nec- 
essary qualification for certain voles.’ 8 >me 
prescribed a larger and some a shorter resi- 
dence within their limits, as a qualification for 
persons from other States. Some excluded all 
foreigners who had not been naturalized under 
the Federal law*; others not. Aim >sl all made 
African blood a disqualification. From one enl 
of the Constitution to the other, there is not a tins 
which, either in letter or by impUe-oif- 
matter regulates t » vm. , electoral guahjica- 

Mr. Sumner nas no better reason for saying 
that the obligation, on the part of the General 
Government, to maintain a republican form, 
bolds it to the necessity of securing votes for 
black men, than any woman’s rights advocate 
would have for saying that it was in like man- 
ner bound to secure votes for women. A -‘repub- 
lican form” no more requires one than the other. 
Eiihtr may or may not exist under it. A Bute 
m a' continue to be “republican inform" while 
admitting to its ballot-box every person within 
its limit*, without regard to age, sex, or color. 

It map be equally republican w form while pre- 
cluding those of a certain age. sex, or color. 
The power of regulating this is not among the powers 
ametded to the General Government by the States. 

It still lies ixdutivtly where it originally belonged. 

ffff~So many members of the rebel Congress, 
ihe Richmond papers say, have fled from the 
dty, that no quorum is left for carrying on the 
business of legislation. There’s a regular panic 
ia the Confederate capital, the men highest in po- 
sition being an example of fright and consterna- 
tion to the rest. We wonder where the high 
rebel dignitaries will fly. To the mountains? 

To the Confederate 
armies? They could hardly find places of greater 
danger. To the Federal line-? ’Twould be the 
belt thing they could possibly do. Still we 
wotid rather they should come to us from some 
woithier feeling or motive than fear. 

f cKRii.i.A8 at Elizabethtown. — The quiet of 
Elizabethtown was somewhat disturbed yester- 
day afternoon by a bold raid !>eing made into 
tbe place by five desperate outlaws. A com- 
pany of negro soldiers is stationed at the past, 
anl, after considerable alarm and any amount 
of wild shootiDg, the guerillas were driven 
from the place, without the loss of a single 
man on either side. A number of outlaws are 
sad to be prowliDg around Elizabethtown, and 
some apprehensions are felt that they will con- 
certrate for the purpose of making a raid on 
tht place. 

(Vhfei.f-r in East Tennessee. — It was re- 
po'ted and believed in Charleston Thursday, that 
Wleeler, with a large force of cavalry, was en- 
tering East Tennessee. Charleston is about 
foriy miles from Chattanooga, on the Knoxville 
rniroad. It was reported that his advance of 
tw« hundred men had * crossed the Hiawassea 
river above that place, in canoes, swimming 
their horses. Several well-known parties, for- 
mer residents of that section, belonging to the 
command oi Wheeler, are known to be in that 
neighborhood, and efforts have been made to 
cap.nre them. 

CT When the rebel papers believed they 
could make their readers think Gen. Sherman 
cruel, they denounced him for cruelty very 
ferociously. Now, when they cannot deny that 
his conduct is kind and humane, they denounce 
him more ferociously than ever, charging that 
his object is to lure the Southern people from 
their allegiance. What will satisfy them ? 

Citizens for Exchange. — Orders have been 
issued by the proper authorities at Washington 
directing that all citizen prisoners whose homes 
ate within the rebel lines, who are not awaiting 
trial on grwve charges or who are not undergo- 
ing sentence, be forwarded for exchange. None 
will be forwarded who do not wish to be ex- 
changed. 

SiT The female employes of the Confederate 
Treasury Department have received a furlough 
for forty days. No donbt the design is to enable 
them to get away from Richmond and stay. 
Probably the Treasury itself will soon follow 
them. It is eo light that it can be trundled on 
a wheelbarrow. 

More Recruits. — O ne hundred and ten re- 
cruits from Camp Butler, Illinois, fifty from 
Fort Adams, Rock Island, two companies for 
the 2d Minnesota heavy artillery (two hundred 
and eighty men), from Fort Snelling, and two 
companies for the 78th Pennsylvania, arrived 
here yeste rday. 

Desirtebs. — Wm. Breitenbach, of the 24th 
Indiana battery, Jacob Rider, 66th Ohio in- 
fantry. and Moses Gales, 5th Tennessee cavalry, 
were arrested in the city yesterday as deserters. 
James Athens, of the 10th Tennessee cavalry, 
was picked np In Jeffersonvill on the charge. 

T raxsekkred. — T he 153d Indiana, 153d Illi- 
nois, aid three hundred and eighty-nine men 
were trinsferred to Nashville, forty-seven men 
to Cairo, and two men to Madison. 

5iT General Joe Johnston may be a very 
great leader, but he has never won a victory 
yet, an< we don’t believe he will begin with 
winning one over General Sherman.

JWashinoton, March 7. 

Tbe Senate confirmed the nomination of 
Huch McCullough as Secretary of the Treasury 
to-day. 

The report that Tbos. Clements had matured 
bis plans for the assassination of the President 
on inauguration day had its origin in the fol- 
lowing facts: Clements and another perron 
came from Alexandria on Saturday; they were 
both extremely disorderly and seemed to have 
been drinking freely, Clements in particular 
was very abusive; he’ said, using gross and pro- 
fane language, that he came nere to kill the 
President; that he was late by about half an 
hour, and that his Saviour would never forgive 
him for failing to do so- that he would do it 
that night, the 5th of March; that he c ime ex- 
pressly to do It, and he would do it before he 
left the city. This is the substance of an affi- 
davit. elements has lieen turned over from tbe 
militaiy to the civil law, and has been commit- 
ted to Jail for trial. 

The select committee of the Senate charged 
with the investigation of the business of fur- 
nishing transports to the Government, reported 
Captain Looper as being a defaulter to the 
amount of a million doilrrs, and his name was 
widely published in that connection. 

Recently solicitor Whiting examined into the 
case, and says that from all the facts brought 
to light he has come to' the conclusion that 
Captain Looper’s conduct has been honest, 
honorable, and patriotic, and was entitled to 
the respect and confidence of the Government 
and country. 

Senator Grimes, chairman of the select com- 
mittee, expressed his gratification that Mr. 
Whiting exonorates Capt. L. from all fraud. 

The unanimous confirmation of H. McCul- 
lough to-day as Secretary of the Treasury is 
another evidence of the estimation in which he 
is held as a financier. It ta generally believed 
that Freeman Clark, late member of Congress, 
will be his successor as Comptroller. The 
nomination has not been made. 

The Tribune’s Wilmington letter mention? 
preparations for receiving 10,000 exchanged 
prisoners,. and says that the condition of those 
received is as bad as was first reported. Daring 
the evacuation of tife citv the rebels set fire to a 
house containing several of onr sick who wera 
consnmed in the flames. Their charred remains 
were found where tbev perished. While parse - 
irg Hoke, Terry captured his rear guards and 
ail of his pontoons. 



RIHCMONT) THE SOUTHERN CITADEL.

In the extraordinary message which Mr. 
IXavis recently addressed to Congress he declar- 
ed ‘hat'd the campaign against Richmond had 
resulted in success instead of failure; if we had 
been compelled to evacuate Richmond as well as 
Atlanta, the Confederacv would have remained 
erect and defiant as ever. Nothing could have 
been chary ed in the purpose of its government, 
in the indomitable valor of its troops or in the 
unquenchable spirit of its people. The baffled 
and disappointed foe would In vain have scanned 
the reports of yonr proceedings at some new 
legislative scat for any indication that progress 
had been made rn hi* gigantic task of conquer- 
ing a free people. There are no vital points, on 
the preservation td which the continued exist- 
ence of the Confederacy depends. There is no 
military success of the enemv which can accom- 
plish its destruction. Not the fall of Richmond, 
nor Wilmington, norCharleston. nor Savannah, 
nor Mobile, nor of all combated, can affect the 
issue of the present contest ” In the African 
church a fortnight ago he reiterated these ex- 
travagant propositions. Mr. Benjamin after- 
wards took up the theme on the same rostrum, 
and sppke of evacuating this city with equal flip- 
pancy. Inconsiderate persons and newspapers, 
we observe with pain, repeat the same ideas, as 
if they positively desired the country to be taught 
that the abandonment of this vital position 
would not only be of no injury to the Confed- 
eracv, bnt of positive advantage 
Let not this fatal error be harbored till it 
takes root in the imagination. TTie evacuation 
of Richmond would be the loss of aU respect 
and anthority toward the Confederate govern- 
ment, the disintegration of the army, and the 
abandonment of the scheme of an independent 
Southern Confederation. The war would, after 
that, speedily degenerate into an irregular con- 
test, in which passion would have more to do 
than purpose; which would have no ether ob- 
ject than the mere defence or present - afetv to 
those immediately persisting In it. The hope 
of establishing a confederacv and securing its 
recognition among nations would be gone for- 
Mff- Tbe common sense of the country, the 
“ticct of every man and woman in the land, 
contradicts the Idea that anv possibility of an 
independent Sooth would remain after its capi- 
tal was abandoned, its government set adrift, 
and its army withdrawn into the solitudes of 
the interior. 

It is idle to pretend that Richmond is of no 
more importance than 8avanmh. Atlanta, Mo- 
bile, or Norfolk, and that its fall would not be 
fatal to the Confederacy. If it had not been a 
vital point, why has so much effort been ex- 
pended for its reduction and in its defence? It 
has been the great objective point of the enemv 
through four succe-aive catnpalina. The Con- 
federacy has spared no pains or exertion, no 
cost of Mood or treasure to make good its de- 
fence. It is the capital of the last of the border 
States commanding the entire portion of Vir- 
ginia east of tbe Alleghanie, and the most im- 
portant division of North Carolina. It is situ- 
ated a hundred and forty miles from the sea, 
vet large ships can unload from its wharves. 
Tbe occupation of Richmond in strong force bv 
the enemy would necessarily drive the Confed- 
erate armies out of Virginia, and render all 
eastern North Carolina untenable; and. once 
gained by a power having command of the 
water, it conld never, under any contingency, 
be recovered by the Confederacv. 

Each contestant fn the war has made Rich- 
mond the central object of all its plans and all 
Its exertions. It ha# become the svmbol of the 
Confederacy. It# loss would be material rain 
to tbe cause, and. in a moral point of view ab- 
solutely destructive, crushing the heart and ex- 
tinguishing the last hope or the country. Oar 
armies would lose the incentive Inspired by a 
great and worthy object of defence. Our mili- 
tary policy would be totally at sea; we should 
be without a hope or an object; without civil 
or military organization: without a treasury or 
coramireariat; without the means of keeping 
alive a wholesome and active public sentiment; 
without any of the appliances for supporting a 
canse depending upon a popular feith and en- 
thusiasm; without the emblems or the semblance 
of nationality. 

The withdrawal of the army from Richmond 
into the interior would so narrow the area of 
conscription as greatly to reduce our military 
strergth. As the army would dwindle in num- 
ber#, it would move more and more rapidly 
westward, and before reaching the bank# of tbe 
Mississippi would have degenerated into a mere 
bodv-guard for a few officials. From the hour 
of giving up the «eat of government, onr cause 
would sink into a mere rebellion in the esti- 
mation of foreign powers, who would cease to 
accord to us the rights of belligerents, while 
the enemy would be free to treat our officers 
and soldiers as traitors and criminal#; so that 
every • rebel” would fight thenceforward with a 
halier about his neck. 

Virginia, though slow to come into the Con- 
federacy, has been throughout the contest its 
main stay and rapport. It ha# borne the brunt 
of every campaign. It has suffered the ravages 
of war more severely than all the other State* 
together. Every* conntv in the 8tate ha* felt the 
hand of tbe enemy. Its richest and best dis- 
tricts have been utterly desolated. Its suffer- 
ings have not only been severe beyond descrip- 
tion. but continuous and unceasing. For four 
years it ha# been tbe common camping and bat- 
tle-ground for the largest armies and bloodiest 
conflicts ot modern times. No countrv in the 
world ever sustained as heavy looses or endured 
as hard a fate with m^re heroism or fortitude. 
Tbe evacuation of Richmond would be the aban- 
donment of Virginia — forever — and without any 
rational hope of a return. Is it pnreible that 
#m*h a desertion could he contemplated after 
the event* of this war? Even if the act were 
not suicidal In policy, could the Confederacy 
now consent to cast awav this worn and devas- 
tated but still powerful common weath aa an 
old shoe, that could be pat to no further use? 

Aside from tbe disgrace that would attach to 
such ingratitude, the Confederacy conld not 
afford to nut General Grant into possession of 
Richmond — a depot and base a hundred and 
forty mile# from the sea, and in the midst of 
Southern Virginia, yet with water carriage to 
the door— and thus relinquish its Ia*t hold upon 
tbe la#t of tbe- Border State*. It could not ex- 
pect to continue the struggle with anv hope of 
success after abandoning States whence iu most 
numerous recruit* were obtained, a roil cm 
which it# arm# have been unlformlv victorious, 
and withdrawing to 8tata* where defeat has 
con#tantlv attended them. The abandonment 
of Virginia would be equivalent to executing a 
quit claim deed to all the Border State*, together 
with Tennessee and North Carolina. Ttro hues 
of rail wav radiate from here into the most poo- 
ulous and influential districts of this latter 
State, subjecting Its beat portion* to the control 
of any considerable military power having It* 
base at Richmond I# the Confederacy’s wealth 
in population aod territory now so great that it 
can afford to make a voluntary donation of all 
this territory; restricting its jurisdiction to the 
Gulf States and Sooth Carolina, already 
overrun? 

If Richmond be held bnt another six month* 
tbe fete of the Confederacy will have been 
favorably decided. Tbe people will cling to tha 
canse as long as the seat of government i* 
secure. Recent mhfortnnes will have awakened 
foreign Powers to the danger which would re- 
sult to themselves from the restoration of the 
Union and pacification of this continent, now 
possessing a trained roldierv more numerous 
and formidable than any armv In Europe. 8o 
long as Richmond 'and Virginia are ours, the 
reverses which have been sustained will nerve 
our people to renewed exertion and beguile the 
enemy into a false confidence. The war cannot 
be carried on much longer against ns if we 
prove bnt true to ourselves; and the single tret 
of succees will be our determination and abilltv 
to hold Richmond. Oth tr cities mav fell, the 
re*t of the Confederacy mav succumb, but the 
canse still remain# safe so long as Richmond 
and Virginia are held. 

We have now before Richmond the hest army 
which tbe Confederacy has ever possessed, imi- 
pregnably posted, accustomed to victory and 
success. All it# triumphs have been won "in the 
defence of the Confederate capital. It has con- 
tinued through every trial to make good that 
defence, and Is honored throughout the Con- 
federacy and the world for the prowess which 
it has exhibited in the successful effort We 
have not the slightest belief or expectation 
that thoughtless friend# or eager enemies will 
ever he gratified by the sight of such a national 
tuicide as the evacuation of Richmond will be, 
while that noble armv exists In anv part; but 
with tbe hone of putting an end to the talk of 
the idle and short-sighted on this matter, we 
throw out these bints as to the consequence* 
of tbe act of which they speak so lightly. 

THF REBEL CONGRESS ABANDONING THE DOOMED 
CAPITAL. 

[From the Richmond Enqnirer, Feb 17.] 

Congress seems anxious to adjourn. Bv their 
constitution it is not denied that tbev have a 
legal right to flee their posts and to seek relief 
trom their fear# in their distant homes. 3o ha* 
Gen. Lee tha legal right to surrender his armv 
in the morning, and to prove traitor to his past 
glory and hi* country’s trust. The moral right 
of Congress to desert their duty l* denied upon 
tbe same principle that would sustain an im- 
peachment by that very Congress if the Presi- 
dent should abandon the capital and hunt safety 
for bis perron in the mountains of the West or 
in the swamps of tbe South. There are in- 
stances in history of men being hanged or shot 
for great moral crimes which they had a right 
to commit. 

The division of tbe powers and inactions of 
the government into legislative, executive and 
judicial, was from motives of economy in the 
accomplishment of the ends of organized socie- 
ty. Their names or dntfee do not indicate any 
degrees or limitation of responsibility. Neither 
the virtue of loyalty nar tbe obligation* of data 
is lessened because this public labor is divided. 

He who flee# from supposed or real danger, 
w hether he be a ragged veteran in the trench, 
exposed to mortal shell and shot, or the well- 
clad representative, entrusted with the life and 
hener of the State, is a deserter. 

During the last four week* wild apprehen- 
sions ol danger have disturbed the minds of the 
timid. The shifting of the seat of a campaigu 
always call* attention to the new interests that 
become exposed to attack before the means of 
rnccessf’ol resistance are observed. The first 
let linr.tion of tbe mind is to be absorbed by the 
danger, afterwards to gather and e x a m in e tbe 
r lie?. While tbe roads that connect a large 
r .i tion of Congress with their homes w -re still 
open, both Houses were fall, and the sublime 
prospect was presented ot all cDsaefe tatweaU, 



and Powers of the nation remaining brave at 
their poets and true to their country. The ene- 
my has lately thrown his forces acfow the tinea 
of easy Congre&t lonal retreat to the Went and 
South, and. since that time. Senators and Rep- 
resentatives have, one bv one, fled the — i-fr -i T 
'‘•'W skeleton of a Legislature rapidly 
diminishing to a number below a quorum. It 
i# true the President must stand Ora, grow 
firmer, ae the national danger thickens. It to 
true that the scarred armv most bare their 
breasts to the storm with mote heroic courage 
a* the columns of the enemy converge on tS» 
liberty and existence of the country. If th* 
Pretidcnt *tand# steady, and the canse succeed, 
se it will if Congress do not abandon their posts 
at a time when brave men deem it a dishonor 
to flee, he will he esteemed as the founder of a 
new people, and the successor of Plutarch win 
write his name on the same page with Tell 
Allred, and Washington. Shonld he change 
hi# high resolve, which has vet to waver, and 
uait ?. t £. Congressfooal example, there will be 
no difficulty in finding instances in historv to 
illustrate hi# disgrace. 

Tbe soldier, however bravely he may have 
fought around Richmond, on the hills of Fred- 
c . l u rg, through the double glory of Ma- 

nassas, with the rear-guard from Gettysburg 
over the Potomac, in the Wilderness, along the 
bloody lines, over battle fields where stiff lay 
the dead bodies of their comrades, who. two 
'ears ago. did not desert- when the capital 
was in danger, now in the trench, half fed, 
poorly clad, with wife and child at a distant and 
desolated home, without shelter from ‘twin or 
relief from hunger; the soldier who now leaves 
hi# poet, although affection mav implore him 
to the rear, and death stare him in front, will be 
raized and, by the laws of honor and of war, 
will be shot as a deserter. The authority to In- 
flict such a punishment has been given bv Con- 
gressional statute. That statute is of neither 
higher source nor of stronger ofiligation than 
the law which demands that senator# arm repre- 
sentatlveftshali not by their action induce the 
lelief that the canse is defeated and oar fortunes 
lost. It Is a deception* to say that ail the re- 
quired legislation has been arranged. General 
Lee bae declared that an adjournment of Coh- 
ere*# at this time to places which may seem 
freer from danger than Richmond, would di- 
minish the resisting power of the country by the 
suspicion that the elected wisdom of the nation 
was affected with apprehension* inconsistent 
with success; and, with that suMioie confidence 
which tbe great and good always feel, he begs 
that they, who passed laws to enforce others to 
duty, shall not now. inst before tbe battle is to 
be tried which is to am victory and secure ex- 
istence. desert an armv which will meet its first 
defeat after it ha* been abandoned bv those who 
made the issue and swore to defend it. 

The members of ^oagres* who have left their 
scats since Sherman moved from Savannah 
shonld return to Richmond. It should not be 
doubted that there are some who had good rea- 
son to he absent, that ia, had the same reason 
to leave which would obtain a fnrioogh for a 
soldier To such no censure will apply, pro- 
v ided they return to their posts jnst as a fur- 
loughed private retnras to his company. Th if 
who do not return should be subjected to the 
same laws whkh they have passed for others. 
The Speaker should be directed to issue his 
write recalling the absconding member# to the 
capitaL Should disobedience of the writ pro- 
voke less terror than intercepted retreat and 
unpleasant proximity to Yankee armies, let a 
law t« passed directing the military command- 
ers to execute tbe Speaker's process. There 
are manv true and brave men in the Congress. 

If other^nember# continue to desert, or if an 
unwonhv majority dissolve the whole body. 
Vie army expects the Frasident to reassemble 
those who attempt to flee, and to keep Con- 
gress together at some convenient place where 
thev can. at least, hear tbe speedy new# of oar 
triumph or ruin. That dav is not Car distant. 
The tame journal* that will shortly publish a 
list of those who abandoned their" country at 
the hour when every impulse of boaor, and all 
the obligations of duty, impelled them to stand, 
may also declare that the great soldier, whine 
v irtne ha* made him the cherished favorite of 
superior fortune, and whose skill, with the as- 
sistance he obtained from Heaven, has so offea 
enabled him to scatter the hosts that marched 
to pillage and enclave us, has again relieved 
onr country from the scourge of the Northman, 
and that he still stands between os and onr en- 
emies with that dexterous sword from who#e 
untarnished blade national hope will forever 
gleam.

TARTU fl AES OT THE CAPTTKE l>E OIM. CROOK 
AND UUT — Til KIB OONriNKMCT IN LIBBY. 

[From the Richmond Enquirer, Feb. *7 ] 

Tbe Yankee Generals Crook and Kelley, and 
Adjutant General of the former, Thaver Melvin, 
arrived in Richmond yesterday morning at two 
o’clock, by tne Central cars. ’As previously sta- 
ted, these officers were captured in Cnmberlan i, 
Man land, on Tuesday la it, by Lieutenant Mc- 
Neill, and thirty men. From one of the party 
engaged In this dashing and briljjant enterprise 
we learn the following incidents of the capture: 
Tbe party crossed the Potomac in front of the 
town at a late hour on the night of the event, 
and, capturing the only eentinel to be seen, in- 
duced him to divulge the countersign. The 
main body of the detachment was then posted 
in a convenient position, and the Lieutenant 
commanding, with reveral of the men, boldly 
rude into the town, which was garrisoned by 
over four thousand Federal troops. The head- 
quarters of General Crook were at one hotel and 
those of Kelly at another, and, their locatiooa 
being duly made known bv the captured senti- 
nel, the daring partisans made their way to 
those of the former, arriving flr#t In front of 
which the Lieutenant halted and inquired of 
the sentinel if the General was in. Receiving 
an affirmative reply, be said he had important 
despatches for him, and dismounting, followed 
bv bis men, advanced to the sentinel, gave ike 
countersign and passed in. Upon entering the 
hotel, the squad was received by an old negro 
woman, who, it appears, was the “night-clerV’ 
of the establishment, and upon making known 
tbeir desire to be conducted to the room occu- 
pied by General Crook, the old domestic looked 
at them with a kind of humorous suspicion, 
and remarked. “Well, you all is tha strangest 
fojers, I dcclar— you— yon — you most take de 
light yo’rwlvea and go fust— I’ll pint de room 
out to you. I wont carry you dar, dough, no 
bow. ” It did not make any difference to our 
bold cavaliers which method the old woman 
preferred; they took the light and tbe lead, and 
In a moment dr two were in front of the door, 
where the old woman hastily left them. 

After several ineffectual rap* a re-pon.se from 
within was obtained, and the visitors were or- 
dered to enter. 

“Is this General Crook?” asked the Lieuten- 
ant, holding the light so as to give him full 
view ot tbe General a# he drowsily looked at 
them from his bed. 

“Yes. What do you want? ” was the reply. 

“I," ?aid the Lieutenant, “mm General Ros- 
ser,” and. drawing a pistol and presenting It, 
added: “1 have some very Important bmoness 
with you. General Crook, and will give yon 
precisely two minutes to get up and put on 
vour clothes." 

The bewildered General did not know how to 
reply, and did not dare to resist. He saw at a 
glance that it would be a* useless as dangerous 
to attempt escape by raising an alarm, and he 
did not stop to solve the mvstery of so unex- 
pected a call. He obeyed at once, and a gentle 
-uggertion as to the propriety of his keeping 
quiet being whispered In his ear, be passed ont 
with his escort as mate as a murnmv. On their 
egress, the party persuaded the sentinel ou duty 
to follow them by inducement* similar to thus* 
submitted to the General, and, making their 
prisoners mount behind them, rode back to the 
main body. 

In the meantime a second detachment rode 
up to the quarters of General Keilev, where a 
similar scene occurred, and that officer waa In 
dne time under guard. 

Bat tbe partv was not content. Ascertaining 
the quarter* of the Adjutant G ener a l, thev gave 
him a passing caL. foadd him in bed with his 
wife, who happened — oh. pity him. ye Bene- 
dicts!— to be a blushing bride, and a# perempto- 
rily, but as gently as possible under the circum- 
stances, srcceeded in “mutating" him from a 
bJi’sful bridegroom into a miserable poor devil 
of a prisoner. This capping the climax of the 
bight s sport, the reodeavoes was regained, and. 
with their prisoners riding behind them, the 
command recrossed the river, and sped away 
through Hampshire. 

By some means the affair was discovered sooe 

after they left, and a whole regiment pureued 
them to no purpose for fifty miles. 

Upon being presented to Gen. Early at hia 
headquarters in the valley, the prisoners were 
retched with the homely but no donbt accept- 
able greeting. "Take setts, gentlemen. I pre-

Jar self preservation, U is strange, indeed, that 
van claiming to he patriot* will peratatingl? do 
ail in their power to weaken a just confidence 
la oar national functionaries, and, by Indirect 
arguments, seek to justify those who are ar- 
rayed in armed hostility to the Government 
A fair and liberal discu*«ioa of publk measures, 
with a view to their correction or the substitu- 
tion lor them of more wise and effective means 
against the enemy should be tolerated, for out 
of It may arise great advantage to the country, 
bat efforts to forestall all measures whatever 
n | wr « against the enemv are dowuright trea- 
eua to the nation Itself. There are editors and 
apeakers throughout the country who constantly 
labor to convince the people that the Federal 
government h a despotism, and that the Insor- 
genu of the South should not and will not sub 
mil to Us authority We think that the Gov- 
ernment has done some tyrannical things, and 
w* have said .o: hut the verv liberty that the par 
fleam we speak of indulge In whilst thus openly 
•ectutag the Government conclusively demon- 
strates the wicked laieehood they utter. These 
men eee no effort to correct existing evils for the 
sake of the Cmitm. hut they would expose 
them for the take of the rebellion. Their the 
ory to that the more glaring the defects of our 
own policies are made to appear, the mare evi- 
dent will he >he jestifieauoe of rebellion They 
would directly and boldly espouse the cause of 
the rebellion itself. If such excess of freedom 
were not utterly incompatible with the public 
•after If a Presidential election were pending 
and it were deemed of the utmost Importance to 
the eonalry to effect a change, or if eatochtevoa? 
measures were « operation or in contemplation 
that etgpng and violent denunciation could de- 
feat, vehement language would certainly be 
allowable, but. when the election to over and 
when bitter words cannot possibly change the 
mtahlhbtd policy of the Government or have 
nay other effect than to prejudice the cause of 
the Union and strengthen that of the rebellion, 
the me of inch words partakes of the spirit of 
treason. 

The perilous circumstances in which the Gov. 
eminent is placed can never he forgotten or 
overlooked by the enlightened patriot, and all 
that he may my and do he will my and do for the 
nation 'a redemption. There are well-defined 
limits to popular freedom under even the most 
liberal form of government. Those limits do 
Bo. extend beyond Ore right and power to cor- 
rect institutions through clearly estab- 

lished oonstiUiUouai modes. An effort to im- 
pair those lnrtfeaiteti? themselves, or, in a strug- 
gle like this, to thwart the moans necessary to 
maintain them against the common foe, is in- 
compatible with legal freedom, and is no lew 
than insidious treason. Vast injury, no doubt, 
has been inflicted open the national cau«e, 
during this war, by reckless partisan ertm- 
iuatton at the constituted authorities of 
the Government. The natural effect has been 
such a division of popular sentiment touching 
the grvnt purpose of this contest as has sen 
early embarrassed the warlike energies of the 
country . so necessary to prevent the didntegre- 
tioc of the Republic. It was to be expected 
that two political parties would constantly exist, 
which would, in the loyal States, contend as to 
the wisest mea-uros of public sal sty. bat one 
object has always been presented, in respect to 
which perfect unanimity should have existed 
between them. Buth should have agreed that 
tbr rebellion must be destroyed and the Union 
preserved at all hazards. The division we have 
referred to, and which has chiefly resulted from 
unmitigated partisan hostility to the national 
admmistrau.'r has constantly encouraged and 
irengthened the enemies of the Union in the 
confidence that their asm o its upon the national 
Hie would prove successful This division has 
been urged to such an extent as to build np a 
party for otparaiio » In the loyal Slates Toat 
party to, unquestionably, treasonable. They go 
far beyond the bounds of regulated liberty in 
dtsensring the great questions of the hoar, for 
all they my and do, they plainly my and do 
for the rebellion. When the hands of 
Government are laid upon (he champions 
at this part), they cry out despotism! 
They claim, however, what cannot with the 
smalies-i wisdom be granted under any form of 
government— the privilege of «tai» f and com 
forting the public enemy. Taking advantage 
of ibe liberal spirit pervading the Govern- 
ment, they would strike a fatal blow at its very 
existence A higher sense of courage and man- 
hood would be evinced by such men if they 
would go Into the enemy ’s tinea and there per- 
form their chosen work of treason The free- 
dom they claim here is utterly inconsistent with 
the premrvaUoti of the Federal Union. 

MT T»w we we reflect upon the Southern 
policy of putting two or three hundred Uk>q- 
aand negroes into the rebel armies, the more 
jre are convinced that it involves evils and 
perils of great magnitude Thom who favor it 
most, of coarse. expect by the aid of the negro 
Jo aoee np the war at once, for they would he 
guilty of one of the greatest of aU possible ab 
surdities If they supposed that they eould. for 
any length of time, subsist their army increased 
hy two or three h undred thousand men with 
drawn from the cultivation of the soil ««d the 
ialsii;t of cfigle, sheep, and hogs.

Thus, we hope, 
Lee has been effectually cut off from the moan 
tainoas stronghold which we have thought 
would prove the final shelter of his retreating 
army.

enlisted men. prisoners of war, were received 
•t the M i l it a r y Prison fa) this city from Nash- 
ville. Among the officers were OoL Thos. F. 
Shaw, 13th South Carolina infantry, and Major 
fiance fi. Aymett, 53d Tennessee Infantry. 

The hospital train from Nashville, last even- 
ing. brought up 76 prisoners of war, who were 
lodged in the Military Prison. 

There are MO prisoners now confined at the 
Military Prison, ready to be forwarded to camps 
further North. 

mr We stated in our issue of Saturday that 
the notorious guerilla Billy Mag ruder, who was 
wounded in an encounter with the State troops, 
in Breckinridge countv, was taken to the rati- 
deuce of Oscar Beard, where he died.

Thompson, dashed into the little town of Ham- 
I monsville. Hart county, and, takiLg the citizens 
completely by surprise, disarmed them and 
robbed them with impunity. Stores were en- 
j tend and plundered, and private citizens were 
j relieved of i>ocket-books, watches, <fcc. The 
! outlaws flourirl ed their revolvers in s reckless 
j manner, and made every effort to terrify and 
j snnoy the pm* le. The store of J. Chase, among 
others, was robbed. Ilia son Benjamin Chase 
w as relieved of his purse and a fine gold watffi 
valued at two hundred and fifty dollars. Patter- 
son A Owsley suffered to some extent by the 
raid. Several horses were pressed into service 
by the guerillas. They remained in the village 
about one hour, m a kin g quite merry over whis 
key, oysters, Ac., when they left, taking the 
road leading to Rolling Fork. About dusk on 
the same day, two mounted desperadoes, with a 
terrible flourish of pistols, dashed into the same 
place and demanded the surrender of the clti- 
zens. It a] ij ears that they were stragglers from 
the main band, and when they rode Into the 
village, they expected tu find their comrades 
In this thev were mistaken. They were 
surrounded and made prisoners. The next 
morning they were delivered up to the Federal 
authorities at Monfordville.

IF The following is a foil and correct copy 
of President Lincoln's Inaugural Address, read 
on the -!th of March -. 

Fiaust-Coamran: At this second ap- 
pearing to take the oath of the Presidential 
office, there is less occasion for an extended 
address than there was at the first. Then u 
suu mem, somewhat in detail. of a course to 
be purtned. seemed fitting and proper. Now, 
at the exi iralion of four vears, during which 
public declarations have been constant!*' called 
forth on every point and phase of the great 
contest which still absorbs the attention and 
engrosses the energies of the nation, Rule that 
to dcw could be presented. 

e progress ot our arms, upon which all else 
chiefly depends, is as well known to the public 
as to self; *Dd it Is, I trust, reasonably aativ 
.acton and encouraging to alL With high 
hope for the future, no prediction In regard to 
it Is ventured. 

On the occasion corresponding to this four 
year* ago, all thought* were anxiously directed 
to an impending civil war AU dreaded It— all 
sought to avert It. While the inaugural ad- 
dress was being deUvered from this place, de- 
voted altogether to son’*? the Union without 
war, insurgent agents were in the citv seeking 
to fesfr,, to without war-seeking to dissolve 
the Lnfon and divide effect* bv negotiation. 

Both parties deprecated wan but one of them 
would moke war rather than let the nation sur- 
vive, and the other would accept war rather 
than let it perish. And the war came. 

One-eighth of the whole population were col- 
ored slaves, not distributed generally over the 
Union, but localized in the southern part or It. , 
These slsves constituted a peculiar and power- 
ful merest. 

All knew that this interest was, somehow 
the cause of the war To strengthen, perpetu- 
ate and extend this interest was the oWect for 
which the insurgent* would rend the Union, 
even by war. while the Government claimed no 
right to do more than to restrict the territorial 
enlargement at R. Neither partv expected for 
the war the magnitude or the duration which 
it has already attained. 

Neither anticipated that the catue of the con- 
flict might cease with, or even before, the con- 
flict itself should cease. Each looked for an 
easier triumph, and a result less fundaments 
and astoending. Both read the same Bible 
and prav to the same God; and each invoke* 
Hi* aid against the other. It mav seem strsnee 
that any men should dare to ask a just God's 
assistance in wringing their bread from the 
saeat of other men's faces; but let u« judge not, 
that we be not judged. 

The prs'sn of both could not be answered 

that of neither has been answered fnllv The 
Almighty has His own purposes. “Woe unto 
the world because of offence-! for It must need- 
be that offences come; but woe to that man bt 
« hom the offence cometh. ” 

If we shall suppose that American slavery to 
one of those offences which, in the providence 
ot God. must needs come, but which, having 
continued through Hi* appointed time. He n »w 
wills to remove, and that He give* to both 
North aDd South this terrible war, as the woe 
due to those by whom the offence came, shall 
we discern therein sny departure from those 
divine attribute* which the believers in a living 
God always ascribe to Him? 

Fondly do we hope— ferventlr do we prav— 
that this mighty scourge of war mav soon pass 
awav. Yet. if God wills that it continue until 
all the wealth piled bv the bondman's two hun- 
dred and fifty years of unrequited toil shall be 
sunk, and until every drop of Wood drawn with 
the lash shall be paid with another drawn by 
the sword, a* was said three thousand years 
ago, so still It must be said, ‘The judgments 
of the Lord are true and righteous altogether ’’ 

With malice toward none; with charity for 
all; with firmness in the right- as God gives us 
to see the right, let ns strive on to finish the 
work we are In; to bind up the nation’s wounds; 
to care for him who shall have borne the battle, 
and for his widow, and his orphan — to do all 
which may achieve and cherish a just and a last- 
ing peace among ourselves, and with all na- 
tions

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W Governor Brown, of Georgia, delivered, 
on the 11th nit., quite a remarkable message to 
the Legislature of that State, in which he 
arraigns the whole conduct of the Confederate 
civil Administration and the operations of the 
rebel armies in terms intensely severe. The 
Governor charges the present hopeless condi- 
tion of the rebel Government to the obstinacy 
and weakness of Jeff Davis and bis Cabinet, 
but, with courageous despair, determines to 
I share the impending ruin. No more graphic 
description could be given of the existing state 
of the Confederacy than to furnished in this 
dosing paragraph of Gov. Brown’s message : 

The night is dark, the tempest howto; the 
ship to lashed with turbulent waters; the helms- 
man to steering to the whirlpool; our remon- 
strances are unheeded, and w* must restrain 
him, or the ship and crew must sink together 
and be buried in Irretrievable ruin. 

To appreciate the despondency of the rebel 
leaders as disclosed by the extract above, It to 
important to recall some of the great expects 
tions which first allured them into the perilous 
scheme of rebellion. When the secesskm cause 
wa* in its iucipienev, the Southern people were 
led to believe that there would be no war; but 
red-handed war has smltven all their borders 
with desolation. Confident in their native mil- 
itary prowess and In the decisive influence their 
commercial wealth would exert, they revelled 
in dreams of peace, abundance, and un- 
questioned national eminence; but they in- 
voked upon theinselvoe the most dread- 
ful conflict, marked, as it to, by famine, 
pestilence, widowhood, and orphanage, while, 
Instead of the splendid independence promised 
them, they have what Governor Brown calls an 
irresponsible despotism hastening into anarchy. 
In 1861, Davis, Yancv, and Toombs proclaimed 
tbU the essential Importance of cotton to Eng- 
land and France would speedily secure from 
them the recognition of the Confederacy, and, 
under the seductive policy of direct free trade, 
it was expected that the quays of Charleston 
and New Orleans would be crowded by the shipg 
of every foreign jower, while the cities of New 
Y ork and Boston would lapse into commercial^ 
decay. The experience, however, of the last 
four years has demonstrated that rebel cotton to 
not the only cotton in the world; the very block- 
ade which shut to up within the confines* of trea- 
son quickly forced Us culture elsewhere, and 
now the lately undeveloped fields of India are 
white with the blooming product. England 
and France, prompted by the enlightened comi- 
ty of rations, have withheld and will continne 
to withhold Southern recognition. New York 
and Bo -toe appear to have acquired 
additional splendor from the lire of war, 
while Charleston and New Orleans now 
humbly acknowledge the supremacy of our 
avenging flag. All that Alexander H. Stephens 
pi ©dieted four years ago has followed the mad 
attempt at rebellion, and now ruin, ruin, and 
only ruin, appalls the Southern heart. It to 
far easier to arouse a i>eopte to do deeds of 
blood than to heal the inevitable complications 
of war. It to far easier to tear down a govern- 
mental structure than to build again its shat- 
tered columns. It to easier far to launch a ves- 
sel with the promise of a calm and stately 
voyage than to turn its course with skill and 
wisdom when the raging storm threatens speed- 
ily to engulph it. War’s complications now 
imperil the rebel statesmen ; an unexpected 
storm wrenches their vessel of State; and, 
looking impending ruin in the face, Governor 
Brown exclaims, The night to dark, the tem- 
pest howls, the ship to lashed with turbulent 
w aters, the helmsman to steering to the whirl- 
pool; oar remonstrances are unheeded, and we 
must restrain him or the ship and crew must 
sink together, and be buried in irretrievable 
ruin! 

WFor a number of years we have thought 
exceedingly well of the Hon. Joseph Holt, now 
Advocate General of the United States. He has 
seemed to us to be eminently patriotic. He has, 
notwithstanding a pretty strong tendency to 
radicalism, given hto energy and eloquence to 
the cause of the Union. We-have thought that 
the country owed him much. 

But we can't see the propriety of Mr. Holt’s 
action in the case of General Paine, on trial be- 
fore a court-martial at Paducah. We men- 
tioned this matter the other day, and we would 
again caff attention to it. ueuerat fame's case 
was before an examining court several months 
ago. A very large number of sworn witnesses 
were examined. The court, after the examina- 
tion, made out a list of such charges against 
Paine as it considered established by the testi- 
monv, and forwarded it to the United States Ad- 
vocate General at Washington. Among the 
charges Urns forwarded, there was one that Gen. 
Paine, upon hto own responsibility, had ordered 
and enforced the execution of two meg a citi- 
zen and a soldier, without trial or examination, 
snd another that he had, without even the 
en&oow of amnoiiiy, levied heavy pecuniary 
contributions upon each men and women in 
Paducah as he chose to select for hto purpose, 
and compelled them to pay as the only means 
of escaping a far se verer punishment — probably 
death. But the Advocate-General, in instruct- 
ing the courLmartial as to what charges Paine 
should be tried on, not only omitted alt ' gather 
three two very startling ones, the proof of 
which to said to have been unquestionable, but 
gave to the Judge Advocate written instruction 
that are represented to have been the most 
plausible and zealous argument for Paine that 
could have been urged. 

Now why was all this? What to the explana- 
tion of the part acted by the distinguished Ad- 
vocate-General? For what reason or semblance 
of reason did he refuse to let Paine be tried 
upon the two most important of all the charges 
that the Examining Court had represented as 
established? And for what reason did be de- 
part so far from all usage as to argue Paine’s 
| case for him to the Judge-Advocate? Wc shall 
sincerely and heartily rejoice If satisfactory an- 
swers can be made to these questions. 

The friends of the Advocate-General need not i 
think that we would willingly do him a wrong. 
Certainly we would not. We expect General 
Paine's dishonorable dismission from the ser- 
vice but not upon the worst charges proved on 
him. 

fiT Gen. Jubal Early must hate and dread. 
Gen. Sheridan more than he ever hated and 
dreaded the Devil. On the 19th of September, 
last year, Sberidan gave him a terrible whip- 
ping at Winchester, capturing several guns, 5,000 
prisoners, and all the rebel wounded.

Brazos Santiago, Texas, Feb. 18, 1865. 

Great excitement has prevailed here for three 
d»>spast. in consequence of Mr. Echin^on. U 
8. Consul at Matamoras, having been orlered 
j*eremptori)y to leav T e the country. Upon the 
glorious Dews of tbe fall of Fori Fisher Mr. E. 
raised the American flag over the Connate. 
Soon after which he was informed bv Geaeral 
Mejia. Maximilian's tool, that both hiwpre ! enee 
and that of the American flag was no Unger 
agreeable, and that be must at once leave the 
“Heroic City;” whereupon the flag was Aiken 
down, the Consulate closed, and Echinton to 
now here on bis way to Washington to ccmmu- 
nicate tbe affair to the Secretary of State. It to 
to be hoped that he will have the moral stam- 
ina to inform the Pretender that he cinnot. 
with impunity, haul down the flag of the United 
States, and Insult our consuls, by using al. sorts 
of indignities toward them, as he has d»ne in 
the case of Mr. Echinson. who informs m? that 
be was grossly insulted, time and again, while 
walking the streets of both Matamoras anc Bag- 
dad. and that he narrowly escaped with hb life. 
This affair will probably bring things to a focus 
between Maximilian and Uncle Sam. 

A grand celebration took place yesterdav at 
Bagaad — the Imperialists celebrating the dsath 
of the United States in the following marner: 
They killed a dog, formed a procession, heided 
by a band of music and tbe dog dead, and 
marched through the city with mnsic appropri- 
ate for the occasion.

The fortifications 
belDg built here are of the most permanent 
character— built, I think, with an eye single to 
our “foreign relations.” Col. Jones, tbe new 
commander at this place, proves himself equal 
to the emergency. 

Tbe weather to bad and has been storming for 
three weeks almost constantly. Five wiecks 
have occurred near here within the last four 
weeks, all of which have proven total lots to 
the owners. Two of them were loaded with 
five hundred bale? of cotton, all lost but ninety- 
five bales; two loaded with merchandise, which 
were a total loss.

Tbe New Orleans Times of the 27th, editori- 
ally says in reference to this matter; 

Our readers have heretofore been advised by 
ns of the expulsion of Mr. Echinson, the Amer- 
ican Consul at Matamoras, by the hybrid gov- 
ernment of Maximilian, and of the arrival of 
that gentleman in this city. We had sn inter- 
view yesterday with a passenger by the same 
vessel who kindly famished us with further par- 
ticulars of the case. It appears that during the 
latter part of last fall, or early part of the win- 
ter. the Federal Government commissioied Mr. 
E bineon as Consul In place of Mr. Pieree, who 
had been recognized by Juarez, and who also 
continued bis functions under the government 
of the Empire. Application was made to the 
military authorities tor permission for Mr. E to 
act until hto exequatur could be received from 
Mexico. 

General Mejia, the commandant, consented, 
but the Prefect refused that augnst individual, 
observing that none of the acts of the Consul 
would be recognized until hto exequatur was 
received. A statement of the ease having been 
forwarded to the Mexican Secretary of 8tate. he 
directed that the Consulate be closed forthwith. 

The star* and stripes were at that time flying 
In honor of the victory of Fort Fisher, vnd the 
Prefect delayed transmitting the order until 
sunset, at which hour the flag was usually taken 
dowr . Tbe archives of the Consulate were re- 
moved in snfetv to the residence of Mr Pierce, 
ar d the office was closed. Our informant far- 
.her states that the receipt of the order to close 
up leaked out. and caused intense excitement 
among our fellow-citizens lu Matamoras.

A Vexed QrEsnos Settled. — The Supreme 
Court of the United States has recently an- 
noumed a decision in relation to the pilotage 
laws of the several States, of mnch genera] 
importance, and specially interesting to onr 
own commercial community, as it determines a 
controversy which has been pending for some 
time in the courts of the State of New York 
between the Board of Commissioners of Pilot* 
and the owners of certain leading lirfes of 
Meamere from the port of New York. It has 
been claimed, on behalf of these steamship 
owners, that, while the State pilot law applies 
to vessels navigable exclusively by sails, the act 
of Congress passed August 30, 1852, “for the 
better protection of the lives of pas- 
sengers on vessels propelled wholly or 
in part by steam,” which provided for the 
licensing of engineers and pilots for Steam- 
ers by the Board of United States Inspectors, 
superseded the State laws in respect to all ves- 
sels propelled by steam. This view was adopt- 
ed by the Superior Court of Now York in it* de- 
cision of the case ot Cisco against Roberts (Jus- 
tices Robertson, Woodruff, and Pierrepont 
uniting in the decision), which gave to the act 
of Congress of 1852 a construction excluding 
the State Board of Commissioners aDd tbe State 
law from all control ovqf the pilotage of steam- 
ers in and ont of that port. The appeal taken 
from this judgment to yet pending in the Court 
of Appeals. 

lu the meantime, on the strength of this 
favorable decision of the Superior Court, it was 
sought, on behalf of the steamship owners, to 
extend the operation of the act of 1852 so as to 
embrace within the category of “vessels pro- 
pelled by steam” not only steamships, but also 
sailing vessels in tow of steam tug- boats; but 
this effort wae defeated by the recent dectolon.of 
Judge Bockes, of the Supreme Courg in the 
case of the Board of Commissioners of Pilots 
against 8 p<- fiord, Tileston, & Co., in which he 
held the defendant* liable to penalties for em- 
ploying a pilot licensed under the act of Con- 
greea, but not licensed under the State law, to 
pilot to sea a sailing vessel in tow of a steam- 
tug. 

Tbe Supreme Court of the United States has 
now settled the whole question by a judgment 
in favor of a California pilot against the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, in a case carried by 
writ of error trom the Supreme Court of that 
State, upon the precise question involved in the 
suit of Cisco against Roberts, in the N. Y. Supe- 
rior Court. The Court bolds that the act of 1852 
was not intended to supersede or affect the 
State Ians in reference to harbor pilotage, and 
applies only to the permanent pilots attached 
to the steamers referred to in the act. Mr 
Justice Field, delivering the opinion of the 
court, says: 

It to insisted by the plaintiff in error that this 
act of 1862 to in coutlict with the provisions of 
the act ol the 8uue, of May, 1861; that in fact it 
has superseded all State legislation concerning 
port pilotage so lar as steamers carrying passen- 
gers aie concerned and to that extent has inodi- 
hed or repealed the act of 1789. 

From a careful examination of the act of 1852 
we have arrived at a different conelusion. We 
do not perceive in its provisions any intention 
to supersede the Slate legislation recognized by 
the act of 1789, or any inconsistency with the 
local port regulations establtohea by the act ot 
California ol 1861. The act of 1852 was intended, 
ns it* title indicate*, to provide greater security 
than then existed for tbe lives of passengers on 
board vessel* propelled in whole or part by ste im. 
Previous to its pas*age frequent aecideats, 
occasioning in some instances great loss ot life, 
ocean ed to some steamers, arising from the im 
(erlect construction of the vessels, detective 
machinery, inadequate protection against tires, 
the carrying ot dangerous articles, or the want 
of pumps, lile-boats, and other means of escape 
in case of d&Dger. To guard against •aceideuts 
from these and like sources was the general 
purpose of the act of 1852. It therefore contains 
provisions relating to fires, pumps, boats, life 
preservers, buckets, the mcaus of escape from 
tbe lower to the tipper deck, the carrying ot 
gunpowder, camphcne, and other dangerous ar- 
ticles, and their stowage. It also provides for 
the appointment of two inspectors, oue o, 
whom is to possess a practical knowledge ot 
ship-bnilding and the uses of steam navigation! 
and the other to to posses* knowledge of and 
experience in the duties of aneugiaeer of steam 
vessels, ana of the construction and use of boil 
ers and machinery, and appurtenances connect- 
ed with them, and the two are required to make 
an examination ot the hul’s of the vessels, to 
inspect and test the boilers and machinery, and 
to require licenses to be obtained before dan- 
gerous goods cau be taken aboard. 

Till* «•», — * — ■* — r— im» mating to 

pilots; Indeed, it was not directed to the remedy 
of any evils of the local pilot system. There 
were no complaints again - 1 the port pilot-boat-*; 
on tbe contrary, they were the subject? of just 
praise for their skil., energy, and efficiency. 
The clauses re'-pecting pilots in the act relate, in 
our judgmeut, to pilots having charge ol 
steamers on tbe voyage and to port pilot-; 
aDd the provision that no person shall be em- 
ployed or serve as a pilot who to not licensed by 
the inspectors, lias reference to employment anil 
service on the voyage generally, and not to em- 
ployment and service in connection with ports 
ana oar bars. 

That the question wr.3 not free from doubt to 
shovn by the fact, that, out of the seven judges 
before ^ bom the cause was heard, three dto. 

sentfd— Justices Miller, Clifford, and Way is, 
the fcimtr of whom delivered au elaborate dis- 
senting opinion, coinciding in the maiu with the 
views of the Superior Court of New York. Bui 
the prevailing opinion reinstates the authority ol 
the tune hoards, and as our own existing system 
has been thoroughly tested by experience, and 
woiks well in all respect*, it to presumed that 
the commercial community will cheerfully ac- 
quiesce in the result. 

General Forrest, in hto late address to hto 
soldiers, said : 

A proposition of reunion with a people who 
have avowed their purfioee to appropriate the 
proi*rty and to subjugate or annihilate the free- 
men of the South, would stamp with infamy 
the came* of y our gallant dead and living heroes 
of this war. 

General Forrest, a? well as every other officer 
and man ef ordinary Intelligence in the Confed- 
eracy, knows very well that “the freemen of the 
South” need not be subjugated or annihilated 
or deprived of their property, unless they choose • 
to be so. Full pardon, with restoration of 
every right and privilege of citizenship, has 
long been offered to the rebels who will take 
and keep the oath of allegiance,only those of high 
rank being excepted; and not a candid and sensi- 
ble person in the nation doubts, or can for a mo- 
ment doubt, that even those of high rank can, by 
ceasing from their opposition to the restoration 
of the UnioD, secure for themselves the same 
right* and privilege* as others. Neither Davto 
nor Lee nor Johnston nor Beauregard nor Hood 
nor even Forrest himself; would be molested by 
Federal power if they were to desist from their 
warfare and render obedience to the Govern- 
ment of the United State*. We want no sub- 
jugation of the Sonth, we have no wish that the 
gallant people of that section shall be in any 
respect our inferiors In the Union; onr desire to 
that they shall live under the same Constitution 
and laws and enjoy the same prerogatives as 
ourselves. 

Thousands of officers and soldiers and citizens 
of the Sonth have token advantage of the clem- 
ency proffered to them. Men who have fonght 
against the Federal Government in the rebel 
armies from the beginning of the war and 
otherwise Uted all the influences at their com- 
mand in opposition to it, have, upon coining 
within our lines and accepting the amnesty 
oath, been placed by onr Government upon an 
equal footing with those who have fought for 
us during the same period. There to not an In- 
dividual in the loyal States, with the exception 
of some of the ultra radicals, that would seek 
to inflict the slightest punishment upon any in 
rebellion who should return in good faith to 
their old allegiance. The 8outh knows this as 
well as we do. Forrest knows it, no matter 
what he rays. 

Rebel Deserters —Last Thursday night the 
train from Nashville brought up twenty-four 
deserters from the rebel army, among whom 
was one Lieutenant. Fonr citizen prisoners also 
came up. They were all famished with quar- 
ters at the Military Prison, and yesterday, after 
taking the amnesty oath, and giving parole to 
remain north of the Ohio river during the war, 
were turned loose, and sent on their way re- 
joicing. 

Prisoners of War Transferred. — Two 
hundred and thirty-five prisoners of war, em- 
bracing one surgeon, thirty-five commissioned 
officers, and one hundred and ninety-nine en- 
listed men, were yesterday evening forwarded 
fiom the Military Prison in this city to Camp 
Chase. Mott of these prisoners were wounded 
in the battles below Nashville. 

Deserter. — John Simmons, company K, lGth 
Illinois cavalry, was arrested In the city yester- 
day for being absent from hto command with- 
out furloueh. 

Transferred — Yftiterday one hundred rffad 
thirty-three men were transferred to Nashville, 
and seventeen to Cairo, Illinois.

A meeting to obtain subscriptions of pro- 
visions for Lee's army was recently held at Dan- 
ville.

The Danville Register to assured that it does 
not enter into Lee's plans to abandon the rebel 
capital unless, as to very prudently added, it be 
comes impossible to hold ont any longer. 

The Herald’s Winchester correspondence savs 
rebel deserters who arrived at Wiuchester, state 
that they passed Sheridan on their wav down. 
He reached Woodstock, thirty miles from the 
starting point, on tbe first, and, though rain 
was.falliLg, tbe roads very muddy, and the 
streams much swollen, hto troops were pushing 
loiward rapidly. 

It was exjw-cted on the third dav they would 
reach Staunton, ninetv-eigbt miles «p the val- 
ley, and a short distance north of the town 
w’bere4£arlv was with a small rebel force. 

The Tribune’s Washington special says: Gen. 
Emery’s report, in Bheridan’s victory over Ear- 
ly, was more complete than any report we have 
liad. When last heard from, he was poshing 
for the canal running from Lvnchburg to Rich- 
mond, which he had doubtless seized and de- 
stroyed before this. 

New York, March 9. 

On Sunday Richmond was excited with a ru- 
mor that Johnston had defeated Sherman, and 
was investing the position taken up by the lat- 
ter. Tbe next day, however, the Richmond 
papers admitted the falsity of the report, but 
claimed teat Hampton had defeated Kilpatrick.

On tbe way many i'-cl.[hx 1, and reached 
onr lines at Newbern under the guidance of ne- 
groes and loy al white*. 

Arrangements have been made to exchange 
ten thousand prisoners at Wilmington, and they 
are now being forwarded. • 

The Tribune's Washington special savs: Abont 
one hundred deserters took the oath of alle- 
giance and started North to-day. More are 
taking the oath than to generally thought. 

They report that Lee rode ont through their 
camp, prom toed them more food and clothes, 
and nrged them to ctond by him; bnt they con- 
cluded it would Dot pay. 

In the last thirty days there has been two 
thousand deserters received, one hundred and, 
forty of whom took the oath.

SENATE. 

Mr. Trumbull, from the Committee on the 
Judiciary, made a report on the credential* of 
Mr. Snow, Senator elect from Arkansas. The 
committee say that in 1861 the constituted au- 
thorities of the State of Arkansas, so tar as thev 
could succeed, took the 8tote beyond the au- 
thority oft the United States, and that in pur- 
suance of thC law of Congress, the President, 
by proclamation, declared tbe inhabitants of 
that State to be included in insarrectun. 
Therefore the committie recommend that the 
question erf adintosiou be postponed till the 
next session, and until Congress shall take ac- 
tion in regard to tbe existing State government 
of Arkaneas. The report was adopted. 

Mr. Doolittle pro-e tiled the credentials of 
John C. Underwood, Senator from the State of 
Virginia for six years from the 4th of March, 
1866. 

Mr. Trumbull said the Committee on the 
Judiciary had just made a report in the case of 
Arkansas, whith was in a similar condition to 
Virginia, and it was therefore likely the com- 
mittee would come to a Similar conclusion. 

Mr. Heudcrson did not indorse the Senator’? 
views. He did not believe that the President 
proclamation precluded the Senate from taking 
action on the bUbject of admitting the Senators. 
We should encourage the rc-estobltohment of 
loyal State governments its a means of putting 
down rebellion and guerilla incursions. 

Mi. ixiouuie said th*» Kuo© of Virginia had 
been recognized by the Executive ana by Con- 
gress. When West Virginia was set apart as a 
separate Stale, the Government admitted Sena- 
te re from the remaining part of Virginia. The 
lurther comideration of the subject was post- 
poned till the next session. 

On motion, the credentials of Joseph Segar, 
of Viiginia, and Michael Hahn, or Loui-iana, 
were wiihdiaan from file to be presented and 
laid over till next session 

Washington, March 9. 

Within a tew day* past ten paroled and e*- 
e*|cd prisoners hate arrived at the Navy -yard 
hei e. They came from the stockade prison at 
Florence, and belonged to v inous vessels that 
were captured at different times. T* e ^**,**1 
men state Vital when Sherman marched toward 
I Florence they were hastily placed on cars, and 
[ etorted toward Wilmington, but when i' 0 at 
place »a* threatened, they were sent back to 
Goldsboro, where they remaineu a short time, 
and were then sect back to Wilmington. A 
flag of truce it to said, was sent to Gen. Terry, 
asking it they could be exchanged through him, 
to which he replied it could not be doue for 
several days. 

While they were in Wilmington quite a num- 
ber escaped, and were hid by the citizens; and 
these men sav that several hundred must have 
got aaav in this manner by aid of Union citi- 
zens. One of the escaped prisoners, George 
Anderson, of the Passaic, was aptured in War- 
saw river, and on the 5th of December he 
escajx-d while being taken witb other prisoners 
from Wilmington to Richmond, he and fifteen 
others jumping off the train when it was about 
thirteen mflesfrom Wilmington. Two of the-« 
men were ehet by the guard from tbe tops of 
the car* and killed, but all the others made their 
escape, and were in the city when our forces 
entered. There were abont 5,000 prisoner* 
'brought away from Flore nce, a stockade of 
1,000 tick being left behind. This place had 
bt» n in c .nimand of Col. Ivtr-on, iff the 2oth 
8onth Carolina, and it was said he was prisoner 
in Richmond for some cause when these men 
left. 

The Senate to-dav confirmed the nomination 
of Senator James Harlan to be Secretary of the 
Interior. 

This morning Hon. Hugh McCullough form- 
ally entered on hto duties a* Secretary of the 
Treasury. The heads of the several bureau* of 
the department waited uf>on him in a body, and 
an address of welcome was made to him in their 
bebaif by Jndge Lewi? Somer, of the internal 
revenue bureau. Mr. McCullough responded in 
an appropriate speech. 

Nkw York, March 9. 

The revoking of the p lasport order by Secre- 
tary Seward, so far as relates to Canada, has re- 
moved all restrictions on travel through by tbe 
Suspension Bridge and Detroit, and unrestricted 
travel via the Great Western Railroad to now 
fully resumed. 

A Dumber of vessels, with cotton from Savan- 
nah, have arrived, making thirty-seven In all, 
bringing 23,580 bales of cotton. ')th«r vessels, 
with 11,621 bale*, are on the way. Tbe Gov- 
ernment has seized this cotton without regard 
to private marks, because Savannah was not 
surrendered with its gairtoon, but captured with 
all it contained. 

The Emperor Maximilian, according to the 
advice* received to-day from Mexico, has re- 
ceived ala special audience Mr. Peter C Scar- 
lett, the Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenii*itenliarv’of England. Mr. Scarlett pre- 
sented to the Emperor of Mexico several auto- 
graph letter* from Queeu Victoria. The first of 
these letters to a formal one; the second one to 
a repetition of the first, bnt to addressed to the 
Empress Charlotte, “My best beloved sister,” 
and the third to an acknowledgment of the let- 
ter sent by the Emperor to the Queen last Jane, 
informing her officially of hto accession to the 
throne ot Mexico. The Queen expresses her 
interest in the welfare of Mexico, and her tie- 
lief that the establishment of the Empire to the 
beginning of a new and happy era for the conn- 
try. She congratulates the Emperor on hto 
elevation, and dotes with the usual expressions 
of courtesy. 

Tbe Mexican papers publish long lists of dip- 
1< malic and consular appointments made by 
the Emperor to foreign government*. No ap- 
pointments are made to the United State*.

New York, March 12. 

In a debate on the bill to arm negroes, Hun- 
ter said as he had been instructed by the Vir- 
ginia Legislature to vote against hi* conviction, 
it was proper he should give hi* opinions. 
When we left tbe North we thought that we 
had got rid forever of the slavery agitation; 
that we were entering into a new confederacy 
where the agitation of the slavery question, 
which bad become intolerable under the old 
Union was to have no place. To his surprise 
he finds this government assume* power to arm 
f laves, which involves also the power of eman- 
cipating. To the agitation of the question and the 
a-.-omption of this power, he Raid was the origin 
of the gloom which now overspreads the peo- 
ple. They knew that if our liberties were to be 
achieved it was to be done bv the hearts and 
hands of freemen. It also injured us abroad. 
It was regarded as a confession of despair and 
abandonment of ground on which we started 
from. In the old Union we had insisted Con- 
gress had no right to interfere with slaverv. 
We also contended that wherever the two races 
w ere thrown together one must be master and 
the other slaves, and we vindicated ourselves 
against accusations of Abolition’sts by asserting 
* la very was the best and hapj icast condition of 
the negro. This proposition admits the right 
of government to put slaves into the military 
service, and to emancipate so many as shall be 
placed in military service. 

It is a clear claim of a central government to 
emardpate slaves. If we are right in passing 
thia law, we were wrong in deny ing to the old 
Government the right to intei fere with siaverv 
at d to emancipate slaves, besides if we offer 
slaves their freedom we confess that we were 
insincere in a* setting that slavery was the best 
Male for n< groes themselves. He had been sin- 
cere in declaring that a central government hud 
no lower over the institution of slaverv, aud 
tliat freedom would be do boon to the negro 
He Leii' Ved arming and emancipating slaves 
wus an abandonment of this contest and the 
g uuncs on which it was undertaken. Not fo- 
al! the gold in California would he have pat his 
name to snch a measure, unless obliged to do 
60 by tbe Legislature. 

He argued the necessity of freeing negroes if 
made soldiers. Something in the hutnau heart 
telh n* when they come out scarred from the 
ci nflict, they must be free. If we could m*k i 
them soldiers we could make them officers, 
j 'chaps to command white men. 

Mr Graham opposed the bill. He considered 
the adoption of the measure a* an actual aban- 
docment of the principles of the contest, and 
protested against the right of the Virginia Leg- 
islature to Instruct a Senator after mature de- 
lil *>1X11100 of the Senrte. 

Mr. Semmes advocated the bill a* necessary, 
aud said it wa* urged by Gen. Lee, and the con- 
sequences which would follow would not be as 
ffd aa represented. The Yankee* mav be fight- 
ing to emancipate the negroes, bnt we are not 
fighting to keep them in slavery. We are fight- 
ing for the principle of self-government.

Tbe ret el forces under Hardfee are reported a* 
being on both sides of the Pedee, which river 
Sherman has successfully crossed placing him- 
s it between Hardee and Beauregard. Of t fie 
direction taken by the Union army since enter- 
ing North Carolina it would be contraband to 
speak. Wbat may have occurred in the last 
day or two. or whether there has been any meet- 
ing of the two armies, is not known here ; 
though it is not txpected that any battle can 
occur for some time. 

Newbern, N. C-, Feb. 26. 
Yesterday company B, of the 6th North Car- 
dins Confederate cavalry, which wae raised in 
the western part of the State, came into our 
Iidcs in a body with tbeir Lieutenants, their 
horses, and equipments, numbering over sixty 
men, and delivered themselves up to our com- 
mune! ing officer at Camp Palmer. After par- 
taking of a bountiful feast at Camp P., they, 
w .tb the old flag at the head ot their coluinu. 
entered tbe dty, the hospitality of which they 
are now enjoying. When thev were informed 
that they would receive pay for tbeir horse* aud 
arm* and be furnished employment or &1 owed 
to go North, they renreked: “If it was gener- 
ally known in the South such a reception a wait- 
ed the Confederate soldiers In your lines, the 
entire army of the Confederacy would follow 
our example.” The an ival of the remainder of 
this regiment into onr lines is daily looked for. 
They say that Kingston is being evacuated, and 
that tbe South CaroHaa troops are the first to 
give up and acknowledge that the South is 
v hipped. 

Philadelphia, March IE 
The Bulletin has the following special de- 
spatch: 

Washington, March 11. 

A letter dated Wilmington, March 6Ug was 
received here to-day, in which It is tated in 
positive term* that a scoot from Sherman hud 
i cached Gen. Terry ’she dqasrt< rs, who left our 
force* in occupation of Cb* i aw, terminus of 
the Che raw udc Darlington Railroad, and bnt a 
lew miles from North Carolina. Nothing but 
cavalry skirmishes bad taken pi tee. The army 
bad rested tor some days, and ' mnd a very fair 
subsistence along tbe route. The advance into 
North Carolina was a certainty. The letter 
add*: On tbe E*t oT March the scoot started 
for Newbern, bnt learning of the occnpation of 
Wilmington, reached that plact -ooner. The 
source of this Intelligence is perfectly correct. 

New York, March 11. 

Tbe Herald editorially thinks the rebellion U 
on it* last leg*, and thinks it possible that the 
Confederacy will crumble to piece* without 
another battle. It compiles tbe statements 
from all quarters relative- to desertions, and 
thinks Lee's anny is fast dwindling away. 

Baltimore, March 12. 

~ Another lot of Union prisoners arrived at 
Annapolis. Most of them are very sick. Many 
of them have since died. A sad sight was seen 
at ADBapolis. No le*e than fifty dead soldiers 
wtie carried to their graves at one time. 

Quebec. March 11. 

Parliament this morning adopted the confed- 
eiatiun scheme— yeas 9E nays 33. 

Andrew Johnson. — We give below some 
very plain and very strong talk about Andrew 
Johnson. It is from the editorial column* of 
the Cincinnati Gazette, which was one of the 
most zealous of Johnson's supporters for the 
Vice-Pt esidency : 

Andrew Johnson, the Vice-President elect, 
presented himself drunk at the g eat inaugura- 
te n ceremony, iu tbe presence of the assembled 
executive and* judicial departments of the Gov- 
ernment, the representatives of the people, tne 
Senate over which he is to preside, a targe con- 
course of citizens lrom all part* of the country, 
and of the foreign diplomatist* and visitors. 

B, foie that lmpoelng concourse he bellowed for 
hr ft an hour the idiotic babble of a mind be- 
Ktt< d by a fortnight's' debauch. He boasted 
himself a* a specimen of the working of Amer- 
ican institutions, which brought snch a mm as 
ht to the second place in the Government. He 
dtst ged its proudest ceremony into the slough 
ot hi- degradation, and turned it to shame and 
mortiti cation. 

This cannot be covered np as a private in- 
fitmity. It was exhibited before the world, 
te e have to discus* it as a public calamity, and 
as a national insult and disgrace which demands 
relief. Mr. Johnson should at once resign the 
piste he has so dishonored, and In which he can 
never have the reepect of anv American citizen, 
ai d should retire to private life, where his wal- 
owing will befoul no one but himself. The 
niition cannot suffer the dishonor that a man 
who wa* inaugurated drunk, who drive.ied over 
tl c Holy Book as be took the oath of office, 
arid Fbamed the nation in the eves of the world, 
sl ' uld set to preside over tbe Senate and repre- 
st 1 1 the eeennd executive office And it cannot 
aliurd to keep open the rink of snch alternative 
in c ase of the death or disability of the Presi- 
de nt. 

Mr. Johnson made a similar exhibition of 
himself here, and we then refrained from com- 
n • riling on it because we thought it might be 
oi !v a lapse iu the interval when he w as free 
ft ■ in i flkial duties; and that if he were habita- 
s’lv intemperate he would retain decency 
e ongh to refrain from disabling himself tor 
public occasions. Our forbearance was nnfor- 
tveate, for had we then contmeuted on his con- 
d ion it might have brought him to a sense of 
it or have forced hi* Tennesreje f rien Is to see to 
t ! m, or at least it would have thrown the peo- 
V le at Washington upon tbeir guard, and per- 
il. have diminished hi* opportunity for snch 
t Humiliating exhibition. 

We are not inclined to palliate these remarks 
tv any reference to Mr. Johnson’s previous ser- 
vices He ha* exhibited to tbe world his dnflt- 
tc'* for bis prerent position, and he ha* disbon- 
t v tl the Institutions of his country He should 
n. ke the only reparation in his power. 
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Important to Kentucky — All loyal persona 
ir. Kct tntky whose slaves have enli«ted in the 
t. mv of tbe United 8tates, are entitled, by act 
of Congress, approved February 21. 1864, to a 
ju*t compensation, not exceeding three han- 
dled dollar* for each slave enlisted. The law 
provides that the 8ecretarv of War shall ap- 
point a commission in each of the slave States 
represented in Congress, charged to award 
such comi>ens!»tion to each loyal person to 
w hom a colored volunteer may owe service 
In pursnanse of this law. a commission 
has been appointed for Maryland and Delaware 
re spectively. Near the close of January last a 
resolution was adopted by the Senate of the 
Unite! States, making inquiry respecting the 
appointment of commissioners, as provided, 
and in response to that resolution, Secretary 
Stanton said, that, while appointment* had 
been made for Maryland and Delaware, “in the 
other slave 8tates, by the President's direction 
no appointments have yet been made ” We do 
not tinders' and what just reason can 
have prevailed with President Lincoln in direct- 
ing the Secretary of War to make no appoint- 
ments in tbe other slave States. The law of 
Congress is positive on the subject, providing 
that the “Secretary of War thaU appoint,” &c. 
We can bat think that no just reason existed for 
Executive interference with the prompt 
ministration of the law. By reference to the 
act of February 25, 1864, we find that the com- 
pensation provided lor by the act cited above is 
to be paid out of tbe commutation fund (see 
sec. 11), and we observe by Secretary Fessenden’s 
report that as late as the 20th of December last 
there were more than twelve millions of dollars 
of that fund on band. Therefore we presume 
that there is no lack of cash to answer the pro- 
visions of the act of February 24, 1864; the 
commissioners only are needed to carry the law 
into effect. We trust that Governor Brand ette 
will promptly urge the President and Secretary 
of War to appoint a commission for Kentucky. 
The loyal slave-owners of oar State have strs- 
tuined a heavy loss by the enlistment of their 
negroes in the Federal army, and they are 
fully entitled to the “just compensation" speci- 
fied in the act of Congiess. The 
law was certainly not enacted for the benefit of 
Manland and Delaware alone, but for “each of 
tbe slave States represented in Congress.” If 
M:>jor-General Palmer would co-operate with 
Governor Bramiotte In presenting the subject to 
the proper authorities at Washington, the com- 
mission, we doubt not, would be duly appointed 
for Kentucky. 

The inevitable tendency* of events clearly 
points to the emancipation of slavery in Kcu- 
tiicky. We favor emancipation, but at the same 
time we urge that Kentucky shall eDjoy all the 
benefits of tbe law above referred to. The 
prompt enforcement of that law would remove 
many obstacles now in the way of emancipa- 
tion, while it would discharge a claim justly 
due to tbe State. 



ijg" Vague rumors of a battle in North Caro- 
lina reach ns by telegraph. We do not believe, 
hottever, that any general engagement between 
the Federal and rebel armies has occurred there. 
W'e have no confidence whatever in the report 
that General Schofield has sustained a defeat. 
All the fighting that has taken place has evi- 
dently been confined to cavalrv skirmishes, 
chiefly between the forces of Kilpatrick and the 
rebel Wade Hampton. Kilpatrick's seems to 
be tbe advance force of Sherman’s army, now 
moving from Columbia, South Carolina, 
toward Raleigh, the capital of North 
Carolina. At Choraw, which is the 
northern terminus ot the Darlington 
and Charleston railroad, and about eighty 
miles nfirtheust of Columbia, General Kilpat- 
rick appears to have encountered General Wade . 
Hampton, bnt, instead of being defeated, the 
reasonable inference Is that he whipped the en- 
emy, for the latest and most reliable intelligence 
jet received from Wilmington, on the 6th inst., 
states that a scout from General Sherman had 
reached General Terry’s headquarters, having 
left onr forces in occupation of Cheraw. Tnere 
are rumors also of General Shennan having 
achieved a victory over Beauregard, but we 
dtem them unreliable. Onr morning despatches 
may throw additional light on the interesting 
movements in the Carolines. 



Scenes on tiik Mississippi — The Evansville 
Jcnrnal learns that a most pitiable state of af- 
fairs exist* along the shores of the Mississippi, 
from Cairo to Memphis, in consequence of the 
Ligh water now existing in that river, and 
wbicb is overflowing the whole country. As 
tbe Charmer came up, she was frequently hail- 
ed by families along shore, who had buen driv- 
en from tbeir houses by tbe rising flood, and 
bad constructed raft* of rails upon which they 
had placed their families and meagre effects, 
ar d were riding at the mercy of a flimsy clothes- 
line or bed-cord. Often they found the family 
yet in the cabin surrounded with water, and 
having a horse on board, they sent a man oat 
on horseback to bring off the wife aDd children, 
w bile the husband, with a canoe, brought off 
the effects. 

The stock was wading in the fast-rising wa- 
ter, and the poultry, having sought the roof of 
the house or stable, were there qnietly awaiting 
tbe slow process of starvation, and the stock, 
nearly the entire wealth of the poor people, had 
necessarily to be abandoned. 

These families, before the war, had been ac- 
customed to seek the binffs Lack from the river, 
but the fe&rof guerillas now prevents this. 



Giokvocs Outrage. — M!>- Mary Staffin, a 
most virtuous and amiable yonng lady, about 
eighteen or nineteen years old, residing about 
half a mile from Alexandria, in Campbell coun- 
ty, Ky. f was attacked in the woods on her way 
home from Alexandria on Monday evening by 
some inhuman ruffian, who violated her person 
in spite of her pleadings not to molest her. 
Sne strove against his brutality until she was 
overpowered by him and forced to yield. She, 
oi' the following day, apprised the officers at 
Alexandria of the outrageous act, who Immedi- 
ately proceeded to arrest the supposed guilty 
person. Suspicion fell upon two men, who 
were brought before Esquires Spillman and 
Shaw at Alexandria on Tuesday, bnt no satis- 
factory evidence was given to convict either of 
them. 

A New Rbgulatioh. — Gen. Hoffman, Com- 
mUeary-Gcncral of prisoners, has issued a cir- 
cular staling that by direction of the Secretary 
of War, circular No. 4, dated August 10, 1864, 
from his office. Is so far modified as to allow 
prisoners of war to purchase all articles of food 
and clothing not contraband from the prison 
sutlers, who are authorized to sell the same; all 
sales to be made in the manner heretofore di- 
rected. All uniform clothing, boots or equip- 
ments of any kind for military service, weapons 
of ail kinds and intoxicating liquors, including 
malt liquor*, are among the contraband arti- 
cles. The material for outer clothing should 
be gray or some dark mixed color, and of in- 
ferktft’ quality. Any excess of clothing over 
what is requited is contraoand. 

Death or the Guerilla Faolkner. — We 
learn that the notorious guerilla leader Col 
W. W. Faulkner, a few days ago was killed in 
Tennessee by two men, McDougal and Rodgers, 
members of the Colonel's outlaw band. Re- 
venge prompted them to commit the act.

The Navy Department Lae received an official 
report trom Admiral Dablgren on our posses- 
sion ol Georgetown, South Carolina. The re- 
port is dated Flag steamer Harvest Moon, 
Georgetown, 8. C., Feb 28, in which he says, 
under date of the 2Cth: I apprised the depart- 
ment that tbe naval forces under my command 
had taken possession of Georgetown. As soon 
as the occup&tk n of Charleston left mv thoughts 
and means at liberty, I gave my attention to 
this point, as likely to be the most preferable 
communication lor Gen. Sherman, in case such 
became desirable, before entering North Caro- 
lina. Accordingly, I began to collect a suita- 
ble force Irons this station. The McDrnough, 
Geranium, and two launches were ordered into 
Santee river, being the only ones of that class 
ol vessels which could pass the bar of the river. 

On the 22d the Pawnee was ordered to 
Georgetown, and all the marines we could col- 
lect were embodied in as a battalion. The ob- 
ject wa* to pass np the Santee with thi* body of 
men, take the road to Georgetown that tra- 
verses the rear of the rebel works, and assault 
it while the vessels attacked the front. The in- 
fantry w as to be nnder command of Comman- 
der Star lev, assisted by LieuU-Ooi. William*. 

On the 23d the Pawnee crossed the bar and 
joined the Mingo and Leipsic within, upon 
which the n bels lett the battery. The marines 
were landed and tbe munici|>al' authorities ten- 
dered their submission to the United States. 
The battery mounted 15 guns. Admiral Dahl- 
gTen call# the attention of the Navy Dcpartmcut 
to Lieut. Stoddard, of tbe marines^ who acquit- 
ted himself with credit, and now has command 
of the largest force of marines that has been 
collected together for some time. He did good 
service in the field with. the marines of the fleet 
brigade at Bird 's Neck. 

Commander Stillwagen, of the Pawnee, In 
his report says he has sent a detachment of 
marines, finder Lieutenant Breese, of the United 
State marine corps, to occupy the fort. He 
also says: “ I have directed Commander 

Creighton to proceed carefully up Black river 
and have despatched the tug Catnip* with 
Lieutenant Commander Henry and Ensign 
Glass prepared to open communication by the 
army code of signals with Sherman, who ii said 
to be some twelve miles off.” 

Admiral Dablgren has issued an order for 
the maintenance of authority of the United 
State* in Georgetown. He first savs, "In con- 
formity to tbe laws of tbe United State* slavery 
r o longer exists within the lines of the Union 
forces. Slaves residing there become freemen, 
and will enjoy the fruits ol their own labor.” 

The department has received information of

The Charleston Courier of the 2d inst. savs 
an officer of Sherman's army was In Charleston 
taking preparatory steps toward raising a regi- 
ment of white troops. A number of families 
who had removed beyond the city had returned 
with their household goods. 

Tbe Savannah Republican of the 2d contains 
Gov. Brown's message, of which an abstract 
has been published. The Republican contains 
a rebel account of Sherman’s occupation of 
Columbia from the Agusta Constitutionalist of 
Feb. 27th, derived from the citizens of Colum- 
bia. It appean that the rebel troops in large 



numbers left on the 17th in the direction of 

Charlotte. Gov. Magratli felt on the 18tb for 
tbe upper section of the State. 

Beauregard left on Sunday for Charlotte. 
Mayor Goodwin went the same day and surren- 
dered the city to Sherman. The public store* 
" . r: thrown open and everybody helped them- 
selves. No stores were burnt. Sherman’s 
armv entered Columbia in the afternoon. They 
soon commenced destroying public property. 
Depots and arsenals were blown up, 
and the buildings in the suburbs containing 
public stores were fired. Late in the evening 
a pile of cotton took lire in the street, near the 
Congenee House, from a spark, and the D imes 
rpread to H'tuc wooden buildings which were 
near, when a strong wind drove the flames 
dow n both sides of the street. The scene be- 
came terrific. Ixrud explosions continually 
filled the air. The residences and ground were 
shaken as if by an earthquake, and vast col- 
umns of smoke and flame* rose to the heaven*. 

Nothing of auy account was saved. Goods 
moved to supposed places of security were 
burned a* tbe fire spread. The distance burned 
on Main street was about a mile and a half. 
Dr. Rey nold's house U the only one lett stand- 
ing between the sections known a* the Cotton- 
town and the State House. The fire extended 
eight or ten blocks east of Main street, destroy- 
ing every thing in the business part of the city. 
Both hotels, the Guardian and Carolinian news- 
paper officers, a number of churches, the Cath- 
olic Seminary, and several other public build- 
ings, arc in ruins. All the depots and buildings 
at Charlotte Junction are burned, and all the 
cars and engines which the rebels did not re- 
move are destroyed. Only three churches were 
left standing. 

The female college is uninjured, and L* now 
occupied by houseless women and children. 
The old State nouse was blown np. The new 
State House was not touched. It contained a 
statue of Washington. Wade Hampton’s house 
was saved by the Federal officers. Gen. Pres- 
ton’s house was also saved, and given to the 
occupant# of the Catholic Seminary, whose 
property was accidentally destroyed. The rail- 
road# also at Columbia are all torn up, and all 
the bridges leading to the place destroyed. All 
tbe fonnderic# #nd machine shops are destroyed, 
and the country arouDd the place stripped of 
all eatables and' transportation. All the horses 
and carriages in the city are taken. The citi- 
zens are In a destitute condition. Unless 
relief is soon extended there will be great 
suffering and deaths from starvation Some 
twenty-five miles of the Greenville Railroad 
had been previously destroyed by a freshet. 
Much damage was also done by the enemy. 

The treasury department’s banks removed 
to Charlotte. Both newspapers removed a por- 
tion of their stock to the same place. Many 
negroes left with the Yankees. None of them 
were taken by force. Large numbers are re- 
turning to their masters. Sherman thought 
that he would visit the country west of Broad 
river, and advised the Mayor to send the citi- 
zens there. Tbe Kederals seemed much in- 
censed against Magrath, and should use him 
harshly il they got Dim in their power. Few, 
if any, private residences were entered. No 
outrage* are known to have been committed on 
the women. The enemy’ was under strict dis- 
cipline during their march throagh the city. 

Sherman’s headquarters were iu the city, at 
the residence of Mr. Duncan. The estlma’ed 
number of his infantrv and artillery is 70,000. 
He bas no cavalry with him. Their rear guard 
passed through on Tuesday afternoon. The 
troop# were in the best condition, well clothed, 
well shod, and marched as if they had just 
started on the exp>edition. instead of being out 
lor months. Borne ol Sherman's officers said 
that bis de-tination was Raleigh and Salisbury. 
The Genera! himself appeared in good spirits 
and confident of success One corps took the 
road to Camden and Florence, another to 
Winnsboro.and Sherman, with two corps, moved 
on tbe direct road to Charlotte.

General Schofield with a part of his armv had 
advanced about ten miles out from Wilming- 
ton and met with frequent resistance from 
prowling bands of guerillas and small detach- 
ments of the enemy, who appeared to be ever 
on tbe alert to pick up stragglers belonging to 
his command. The rebels were also endeavor- 
ing to cut off the supplies which were left at 
Wilmington under a strong guard for the use of 
her troops. 

Nothing of the movements of General Sher- 
man was known iu Wilmington, thought It was 
thought tb t General Terry would soon resume 
active movements in aid of the campaign in 
North Carolina. 

New York, March 7. 

Tbe Herald’s Wilmington special says: When 
we come in we found a large number of fine 
locking houses deserted. The impression was 
created that tbe inhabitants had evacuated with 
Bragg’s troop#. We now learn that these 
bouses have been used since the early stage of 
the war, when their inmates fled to the interior 
to i sccpe the demonstrations along the coast, 
which were then so generally expected. 

The blockade-running business was aarried 
on by wealthy speculators from Charleston, 
Richmond, Savannah, and other cities of the 
8ontb, and their employes were the poorer or 
middle classes, who were compelled to earn 
subsistence the best wav they could. 

The Timee's New Orleans letter of the 2 Id 
says that the multiplicity of the rumors relative 
to the evacuation of Mobile are not true. The 
rebel forts covering the city have been 
strengthened materially. The garrison of the 
city bas been reinforced by 12.000 men. Tne 
city is not invested at all by Federal troops In 
Alabama railroad and telegraph comnqinicatlon 
tie tween Mobile and central Alabama is in 
an uninterrupted state Generals Beauregard, 
Taylor, Chalmers, Frank Gardner, D. H. 
Meaty, and others, are in Mobile. On the 15th 
orders were issued calling upon every able- 
bodied male person to |>ear arms, and in the 
evening of the same day a jubilee took place. 
A large amount of ordnance and ordnance 
stotes have been received from Columbia, Go., 
during the past few weeks, while upward of 
8,000 negroes have been at work on the forti- 
fications. 

The Times’s Paris correspondent says: The 
Emperor dues not intend to make any interfer- 
ence in onr war, and is going to remove all 
pretext* for our interfering in Mexico. 

The Herald's Paris correspondent savs the 
rebel residents there were greatly elated at the 
absence of any allusion to our affair* in the 
Emperor's speech to the Legislature, and thev 
assume to know that he has matured plans for 
the recognition of the Confederacy soon after 
the 4th ot March. 

The Paris correspondent of a London journal 
says Napoleon bad a paragraph written in his 
address expressive of his horror at the continu- 
ance of tbe war and a reaffirmation of neutrali- 
ty, when advices by tbe Canada reached him, 
reporting the opening of peace negotiations at 
Fortress Monroe. This news placed hint in a 
dilemma, and he thongbt it belter for a time 
to remain silent on the subject. 

The Pojie has addressed a letter to Maximil- 
ian on the Mexican Church question The Pope 
claims complete freedom of action for the Pre- 
late of the Church, and the control of all its 
property by the Archbishops and Bishops, and 
the exclusion of every dissenting worship. 

The policy of the new Secretary of the 
Treasury will be to contract rather than ex- 
pand currency, like his predecessors. 

New York, March 8. 

The Herald’s City Point correspondent, 
writing on the 6th, says there is no longer 
much doubt of Sheridan's movement up the 
valley having been crowm-d with complete suc- 
cess. The concurrent testimony of all the de- 
serters and refugees to-day, from Ord’s right, 
north of the James, to Meade’s extreme left, 
beyond Hatcher’s Run south of Petersburg, is 
that he surprised and encountered the rebels 
under Early at Waynesboro, nearly mid wav be- 
tween Staunton and Charlottesville, utterly 
routing and capturing tbe entire force, and se- 
curing, among the prisoners, the doughty Gen- 
eral commanding. It is admitted by the rebels, 
according to the &tories of deserters, to have 
been the most overwhelming affair of the war 
in proportion to the number engaged. 

Very few details have been obtained bearing 
a stamp of reliability, but the whole region is 
represented as being unprepared for his sudden 
advent, and are fleeing in every direction to es- 
cape his relentless squadron. 

The accounts agree so well in every particu- 
lar and are in such perfect accordance with 
what was expected and known that all are con- 
strained to believe that Early and his armv are 
indeed captured. 8couts report Sheridan in 
Staunton on Thursday. The capture of Early 
occurred the next day. By Saturday Sheridan 
would be in a condition to push for Lynchburg. 

The Tribune's Washington special 'says: It is 
reported from Hancock’s headquarters, in Win- 
chester, that Sheridan had deleated Early, but 
that Early is not captured. 

Tbe Herald's Wilmington correspondent of 
the 23d says that thev have there confirmation 
of previous reports that General Sherman had 
reached Cape Fear river. It is said that he had 
struck that stream GO miles above Wilmington 
previous to the 1st inst., thus completely 
Mailing the rebel plans for effecting concentra- 
tion against him and forcing him to give battle 
in the vicinity of Goldsboro, at which point 
they expected to nave coin nutation of advant- 
ages in their favor, which would insure his de- 
feat. 

The Wilmington Journal, in its Issue just pre- 
vious to the occupation of the town by the na- 
tional forces, admitted that Sherman's move- 
ments, if he was not soon cheeked, might have 
the effect of compelling Lee to abandon Rich- 
mond and Petersburg. 

The Herald’s Citv Point despatch savs: It is 
positively known that, on the 24th of February 



Sherman was at Camden, 8. C., on the Waleree 
river, a little over 100 miles southwest of .’Fay- 
etteville, on the Cape Fear river, which town, 
it was believed, he has before now reached. 

Rumors in the Army of the Potomac on Sun- 
day last that General Sherman had defeated 
Johnston in a heavy battle, and captured 1,500 
prisoners. 

The Herald's 5th corps correspondent aays: It 
is reported that fir some weeks a large force of 
negroes have been throwing np fortifications 
along the banks of the Roanoke river. 

Several months since manv old and expe- 
rienced officer* surmised that, if Lee was com- 
pelled to fall back from his present position, he 
would form a new defensive line along that 
stream, which will add greatly to the difficulty 
which an attacking column would have to over- 
come. The siege guns from Petersburg aud 
Richmond have been sent off in tLat direction, 
via the Danville Railroad, and many thing* 
seem to indicute that his army will soon be en 
route for some place. 

The ritrald s Wilmington correspondent, 
writfog on the 3d, makes no allusion to the re- 
ported junction of Schofield’s force with Sher- 
man’s. 8ehofleld was busy perfecting plans for 
the continuance of Lis campaign in North Car- 
olina. 

Exchange of prisoners in Cape Fear River 
was going on. Onr prisoners received look 
well, except their want of clothing. 

The IIerald’6 correspondent shows that there 
were no less than 300 blockade runners lying in 
the port of Nassau, whose occupation is gone. 
They represent the capital to amount to a mil- 
lion dollars. 

The Washington special says that Judge Ed- 
monds is recommended for the Interior Depart- 
ment by the Governors of nine States. 

Philadelphia, March 8. 

A special despatch from Washington to the 
Bulletin gives the following news: 

Richmond papers of the 6th contain no mili- 
tary news of importance from North Carolina 
or Virginia. 

The Enquirer of the Cth, in the course of a 
long editorial, says: The country tarns in dis- 
gust from Congress. For four’months it ha* 
sat in Richmond, and day after dav witnessed 
the military strength of the Confederacy dwin- 
dling away, though Lee has appealed to it and 
implored it to use the great military strength of 
tbe negroes for the defence of our country. 
Yet to this date ot the session it has wholly 
failed to adopt measures for the salvation of the 
country. 

In the rebel Congress a resolution of fee 
General Assembly of North Carolina, probat- 
ing against the armiDg of slaves in any emer- 
gency without the consent of the States, was 
presented. 

New Orleans, March 1, via Cairo, 8. 

Gen. Conby and staff leave here to-day for 
the vicinity of Mobile, and Acting Rear Admiral 
Thatcher arrived yesterday, and to-dav assumed 
ci mmand of the West Gulf 8quadron, vice 
Commodore Palmer. The latter officer will 
command at New Orleans. 

The steamer Arizonia, just fitted up as a flag- 
ship, was destroyed bv fire, 3ft mile* below here, 
on Monday. Five of the crew perished, and 
several of the officers lost all their effects. The 
Arizonia was one of the finest vessels in the 
fleet, and her loss will be severely felt. 

The rebel General Assembly adjourned on the 
14th ult., after a session of three weeks. Manu- 
factories are started at different parts of the 
State. A bill for the relief of illegally disfran- 
chLcd people of Louisiana passed both houses. 
Cotton easier. 

Memphis, March 4. 

A fire broke out in the press-room of the 
Bulletin office to-day, which was soon extin- 
guished. The loss wa# mainly by water. It 
will probably reach £20 000, which is covered 
1 by insurance. Incendiarism wa* the cause. 

Eight bodies were recovered from the wreck 
of the steamer Watson, sunk near Napoleon. 
Twenty-seven persons are still missing. 

The Aikansas river banks are full and still 
rising. Guerillas continue their outrages out- 
side of our lines. Gen. Waslihurne sent an ex- 
l edition after them. Major Hawlev, 521 U. 8. 
infantry, has been assigned command of all the 
forces west of the Mississippi river. 

Newhern, N. C., March 1. 

Tli# intelligence from the North Carolina pa- 
per# indicates that both sections are concentrat- 
ing their forces on her borders for a final strug- 
gle. 

A Raleigh paper sax = : The people of this city 
will hear the gun# of the last and greatest bat- 
tle of the American rebellion, and the tradi- 
tionary grounds of the Old North Slate will be 
the common grave-yard of State rights and 
lines, without which no attempt at secession 
could have been made The existence of State 
line# will afford sufficient pretext to prompt the 
great interest of one section to revolt against 
the government of the other section. History 
demonstrate# that personal interest is para- 
mount to the - life of the army, aud to make us 
ore family, one people, and to obliterate these 
danger#, we must abolish 8tate lines, which will 
give us a central head to which all loyal inter- 
est will be attracted — a republican government 
which will be the embodiment of free institu- 
tions, a country in which j>eople can’t run riot 
and plunge into extremes under the cloak of 
Democracy. 

The Raleigh Progress says that the Federal# 
are concentrating a force of forty thousand at 
Newbern, which will soon be ready to strike 
Lee’s army in (injunction with Sherman's 
forces.

The Armv and Navy Gazette says that the 
Confederate Government have countermanded 
the large orders for torpedoes. 

Tbe London Times has an editorial on the 
official act# of the recent conference, and points 
significantly to the fact that Seward’* proposi- 
tion for the combined effort at some extrinsic 
policy or scheme was deliberately considered. 
It concedes that the North came best out of the 
affair. 

The Index continue* it# effort# to frighten 
England into recognition of the South by point- 
ing out that Lee's army is for the present the 
defence of Canada and the uncertain tenure of 
that defence. 

In the House of Lords, Lord Grvnvil’e sai l 
nothing had been done toward the establish- 
ment of a new colony in Hudson Bav and re- 
cover territory, and thought it not desirable of 
the pending Confederate negotiations in 
Canada. 

The funeral of Cardinal Wiseman wa* at- 
tended with mnch pomp. The procession was 
three miles long. 

The Pari# correspondent of the Times gives 
the report that France ha# assured the American 
Government that there is no troth In the re- 
ported cession of Mexican territory. The 
transaction is a mere Hen on the products of 
certain mines as security for the French ex- 
penses. France also repudiates the rumors of 
contemplated recognition of the South by Na- 
poleon.

GUERILLA OUTRAGES IN 80UT IERJI 
KENTUCKY. 

Franklin, Ky., March 4, 1865. 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

It is my painful duty to add, In the pass- 
ing history of Kentucky, another to the long 
list of outrages perpetrated by guerillas. On 
the night of the 27th ult., three of these mon- 
sters in hnman form visited the house of Mr. H. 
G. Harris, a citizen beyond reproach, and one 
of the true and tried Union men of the country. 
They approached the door, demanded admit- 
tance, rnd, their demand not beimr Immediately 
eomplif d with, they at once began to fire at him 
through the window. Thus they shot and mor- 
taUy wounded H. G Harris, Jr., who, aroused 
by the report of fire-arms, had raised bimselt to 
a sitting posture to see what wa# going on. The 
father seized his gun, left the house, aud gave 
them battle, though three to one, in the yard. 
With his whita night-clothes on — the eight be- 
lt: g dark— he became a target for their deadly 
aim. Three balls struck him— two on the hip — 
doing but little damage, and one through the 
centre of the leg, just above the knee. This 
last caused him to fall; upon which one of the 
guerillas approached him. presented a cocked 
pistol to his head, and threatened to blow his 



pistol to his head, and threatened to blow fit* 
brains oat. Thereupon another drew his pistol 
upon his comrade-in- crime, and threatened to 
blow his brains ont if he injured the old man 
more than had already been done. His wounds 
are severs, but not mortal. One of the gnerii- 
lae was shot on the thumb; another wa# slightly 
toflehed upon the hip. After the firing had 
ceased, they entered and robbed the house, 
taking whatever they wanted. There were but 
three members of the family at home that night, 
as I learn— the old gentle.man, the little boy. 
who was mortally wounded, and a younger #<in 
of some ten or eleven summers. Helpless they 
lay till the assistance of kind friend* came to 



their relief. The vouth died the following night. 
The father still Uvea, and, with careful nur.-Jng 
and prudent and skUfnl treatment on the part of 
those who have the management of the co*e, he 
will soon be restored to his family in health and 
vigor. 

The same party of guerillas visited other 
house# in the neighborhood, robbed the In- 
mates, and plundered the dwellings. Deed* of 
this character are not now, nor have they been 
for some time past, uncommon in "this section 
of country. Few, however, have been reported— 
for what reason I cannot say. If no relief be 
brought to tbe country people here— th^ good, 
substantial farmers of the county — they wiU 
have to abandon their homes and seek safety in 
tbe guarded towns or States where peace and 
quiet reign. Cannot the military do something 
tor the bleedimr, suffering people? They help 
to sustain the Government, and for their action 
they are outraged by robber band*. The Gov- 
ernment owes them protection, and they now 
ask that its strong arm be extended to shield 
them from harm. 

Having full confidence in it# ability to afford 
relief, and foil faith in Us pledges to seenra 
peace and qniet, I long to see the day, and 
that soon to come, when Kentucky’s soil shal 
not be desecrated by the poUnting tread of out- 
law band*. VERI TA3.
